The 
Reputation of this Method is now /o well fixed and eſta- 
bliſhed, that no Mai who ſets up for Merchant, Factor, 
Truſtee, or any r- Employment, ubertin Actompts 
are neceſſary, Is lonked upon as qualified for his Buſineſs, 
without the Knowledge it.

ing. On this Account ſeveral Genilemen, after having 
get acquainted with it themjelves, have been induced, 
from the Satisfaction and Entertainment they found, to 
recommend it ts athers, as a valuable Piece of human Li- 
terature, proper to be ſtudi d and underſtood by every 
one who preterds to liberal Education, 


This Subjeft has already employed the Pens of a great 
many Writers, ſeveral of wheſe Labours have been very 
ujeful in the World, and to whoſe Names aud Memories 
all imaginable Deference is due.

Fudgment. On the other band, ſome few, endeavouring 
10 avid this degmatical Strain, have been carried tos far 


into the other Extreme, hy inſiſting on the abſtratt Theory to 


ſuch a tedious Length, thas their Readers are often _ 
| dere 
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dered and laſt in Definitions and Explications of Words, 
Few or none have ſet Company-accomp:s in ſuch a clear and 
diſtintt Light, as that nice and uſeful Part of Book=keeping 
dejerves : While, in ibe mean I ime, ſeveral have been very 
minute and par ticular with reſpect to Things of far leſs 
Moment. The Compends publiſhed on this Head, however 
ſome of them may have a juſt enough Title to the Character 
of plain and accurate; yet cannot be reckoned full and 
compleat; «ber Inſtructions being always of a narraw 
Compaſs, reaching generaliy little farther then the Caſes 
of Ib. ir own Wiſtc-book ; and ſo neither fit to give the 
Learner ſuch an extenſive Idea of the Method of Debtor - 
and Creditor 4s be Nature of the I bing requires, nor 
ſufficiens in many Caſes to direct his Praftice, As theſe 
are the Conſideratians that determined me to turn 
7 bought apon this Subject; ſo, in compoſing the following 
Treatiſe, I have uſed my belt Endeavours to avoid the 
Faults and fupply the Defect. complained of in other Books 
of this Nature, and to digeſt the Inftruttions in the moſt 
Plain, diitint? and methodical Manner I could think of : 
And the general Approbation this Perſor mance has met 
with from the Public, with the quick Sale of the firjt and 
ot her Impreſſions, give me Ground to think that my En- 
deavours have not been ailogetber without Succeſs.

ty Books commonly kept. , He tuft lie know the 1.aws 
and Cuſtoms to be obſerved in dating, accepting, indor- 
fing and preteſting Bills of EXttange. With a View 
therefore to this, and to render the following Sheets 4 
rich Magazine for the yourg Merchant, for tobsſe Ser-

1 OOK-KEEPING is an Art, teaching how to record and diſ- 

b poſe the Accounts of Buſineſs, fo as the true State of cve- 

1 ry part, and of the whole, may be eafily and diftinc.ly 

Ce. known. 


Book-keeping is called an 451, and that very juſtly; ſince like 
other Arts, it has its Object about which it treats, aims at a ccrtan 
End, and propoſes a Method for attaining the ſaid End. 

The Object or I hing of which Book-keeping treats are, the Af- 
fairs, Traniactions or Dealings which a Man ot Bufinets has decaſion 
to record and commit to Writing, either tor the take of his own 
Memory, or in order to give a fatisfattory Account ot his Conduct 
and Management to Pertons concerned. 

The End aimed at in Book-keeping is, to repreſent diſtinctly the 
true State of one's Affairs, that is, to record a Man's Dealing and 
Itan actions; and withal. to range and ditpole the Accounts in ſuch 
Order, that the Books may exhibit a plain, full and exatt Account 
of the Condition and Cireumttance of cach part of hi: Bulinels; and 
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fo put the Man in caſe at all Times to {atisfy both himſelf and others 
wich. relpect to the tate and Poſtare-of his Aﬀairs. Thus, it he be 
a Merchant who deals in proper Trade, he ought to know, by intpect 
ing his Book, to whom he owes, and wlio owes him; what Goods 
he has purchaied; what he has diſpoſed of, with the Gain or os 
upon the Sale, and what he has yet on Hand; what Goods or Moncy 
he has in the Hands ol Factors; what ready Money he has by him ; 
what his Stock was at firtt ; what Alterations and Changes it has fat- 
tered fince, aud What it now amounts to. It the Man be a Factor, 
the Things Proper tor him to know trom his Books. are, What Com- 
milſions he has Teceived, how he has di;poſ:d of them ; what Returns 
he has made, and what of his Employer s Goods or Money are yet 
in his Hands, or in the Hands of Debrors. Lt he be a Truftee, the 
Things his Books ſhould preſeut him wich, are, What Goods or Mo- 
ney he has reccived the Charge of from the Company, how he has 
dup« ſed of them; what of the Company's Effects are in his Hands, 
or in che Hands oi Factors, Oc. An caly, ready and diſtinct An- 
ſwer to theſe and the like Demands, is the End, Ule and Deſign of 
Bock - keeping. 

To a Perion contriving and projecting in his Mind by what Means 
he might compais and attain the End, propoled in Book: keeping, 
that which probably would firſt offer to his Thoughts would be, ro 
keep an exact Record ot all Tranſactions in order of Time as they 

ppen ; which is indeed a neceſlary Step, and a Thing that muſt be 

ne by every Accomptant: And iuch a Record is called the //afte- 
val, which doubtleſs ws the firtt Book in Uſe among Merchants ; 
and probably the Method of keeping Accompts was carried to no 


greater Periection tor ſom: coniiderable Time. And indeed it is not 


imply impoſſible for a Man, by Help of ſuch a Record as this, 
to know the true State of his Buſineſs, But then, the Toil and Trou- 
ble that would attend ſuch a Practice is intolerable , As tor Inſtance, 
ſuppoſe a Merchant buys a certain Quantity of Goods, which he ſelis 
off at ten or twelvs difterent Times; it is plain that before the Mer- 
chant can know whether all the Goods are told, and how much he is 
a Gainer or Loſer by them, he mutt ſearch his Book, not ouly tor 
the Purchaie, but lixewiic in ten or twelve different Places for the ſe- 
vetal Sales; and then at length, by collecting tue Sales, and com- 
paring them with the Purchaie he comes to know what he wanted, 
And, by purſuing the tame Method, the Merchant may know the 
State ot any other Part ol his Buſineis. But then the vaſt Exp-uce 
of Time and Pains required in this Search, with thegHazard 01 Miſ- 
takes and Eſcapes that incvitably attends ſuch a Scrutiny, ſuthciently 
demonttrates, that the Ae boo wants much of deſirable Pertection; 
and that eme more expcuitious Method would be greatly uteimb. * 
Though. irom (te Inttance adduced, and what has been ob.ery<d 
upon it, the Defcieucy of the W-ajte-b2ok appears to be ſuch, as Ac- 
| comptants 
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comptants could not mils to be very carly ſenſible of; yet the Ztaitans 
were the firft who ſucceſsfully applied the Remedy: And hence 
this Method gets the Name of Italian Book-keepirg ; which, in a 
ſhort Time atter its happy Invention, was carried on by lucky Im- 
provements to great Pericction, and is now practited in moſt Parts of 
Europe. 

| The Way the ingenions Authors went to Work, was, not by ne- 
glecting the Uſe of the Wafte-bookt, which is a Book feill neceilary ; 
but, continuing to uſe it as formerly, they took the Materials or 
Things con:ained in it, and, by digeſting them into another Form, 
they compiled and made up a new Book out of them, ia which the 
various Tranſactions and Dealings are diſpoſed, not according to the 
ſcattered Order of their Dates, as in the Wafte-book, but as that 
the particular Branches and Articles of every Accompt are placed to- 
gether ; and, that the State of each particular Account may caſily 
and diſtinctly appear, their oppoſite Parts are ſepatately placed, ſo as 
to front one another on oppoſite Pages of the fame Folio, under the 
Title of Debtor on the Jett hand Page, and Ceed tor on the r:ght, 
Thus, the Purchaſe of Goods is iet upon the leit hand Page, and the 
ſeveral Sales of the ſame placed upon the right In like Manner, 
the ſeveral Articles of Money received, go to the left hand Page. and 
the ſeveral Diſburſements are ſet fronting them upon the right. 
Again, the Debts any Perſon contracts, are written on the left, 
and the Payments he makes, are inſerted on the right. 

This Book they call the Ledger, which differs irom the Maſſe bol, 
only in Form, not in Matter, The Led er is the Faſte-book taken to 
Pieces, and put together in another Order : The Tranſactions con- 
tained in both are the ſame, but recorded in a different Manner. 
The Vafli-Bbont narrates Things in a plain, ſimple, natural Way, 
according to the Order of Time in which the were tranſacted; the 
Ledger contains the very ſame Things, but artificially di poſed, ſo as 
Things of the ſame Kind are claſſed together, and all the particular 
liem, and Articles belonging to the ſame Subject are collected and 
united. In ſhort, the Wafle-book may be compared to the Pack ſheet 
in a Fair, wherein Goods are put up as they come to hand; and the 
Ledger to the Shelves and Boxes in a Shop, where the ſame Goods 
are ſorted and put in Order for Sale. Hence it is evident, that the 
great Buſineſs of this Art is, to teach the caſieſt and beit Method of 
cigeſting the Malle. boot into the Ledger Form, and reducing Things 
from the conſuſed and ſcattered Order of the tormer, to tlie Regu- 
larity and Diſtinctneſs of the latter. 

And in regard tranſporting immediately from the Hafr-b:ot to 
the Ledger is attended with great Hazard of Mittakes, as being a 
complex Taſk, that requires a good Degree of Attention to conſider 
what is Debtor and Creditor iu every J ranſatton ; that is, what 
ſhould go to the right, and what to the leſt hand Page in the Lager; 
aud, at the ſame Time, employs both Head aud Hands iu making 

the 
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the Entry itſelf: Merchants therefore to render the Matter caſ v. and 
to prevent, as much as potlible, Errors creeping into the Ledger; 
and alſo upon ſome other Conſiderations, have found it convenient to 
keep a third Book ; wherein every Caſe of the Wafte-boek is again 
brictly narrated, and the proper Deltors and Creditor: aicertained ; 
which being done, they are with great Eaſe tran ported tromit » 
the Legger. This Book is called the 7ournal, 

The Book-keeper by going thus to Werk, divides the Taſk, and 
fo has a fairer Chance tor avoiding Error, than he who would trani- 
port immediately from the //a/te-byok to the Ledger, fince he docs 
by Steps what the other attempts to do at once. 

Though this Method ot Debtor and Creditor be of a very general 
Nature, and may be uſcd to good Purpoſe in moſt Kind of Ac- 
compts ; yet I propoſe to explain it here chiefly with a View to 
Merchant-accompts ; which as they are the molt conſiderable in 
themſclves, and therefore juſtly challenge our firft Care, ſo they afford 


the greateſt Variety of different Caſes and Circumſtances; and conſe- 8 


quently are the fitteſt for exempliiying the ſeveral Parts of this Me- 
thod. And after a Learner comes to underftand the general Prin- 
ciples of the Art, and has ſeen the Application made in ſuch an ex- 
tenſive Manner as Merchant accompts admit of, it will be no hard 
Taſk for him to digett other Accompts in the ſame Form. 

Having thus far endeavoured to inform the Reader of the Nature 
and Method ot Book-kceping in general, I come next to give him a 
more particular and nearer View ot its ſeveral Parts. In doing of 
which, I ſhall obſcrve the Order which the Subject itſelf invites unto, 
by dividing the following Treatiſe into three Books. In the frft of 
which, I mall explain the Nature and Uie of the Waſte book; in the 
ſecond, I ſhall di eourſe of the Journal; and, in the third, deſcribe 
the Ledger. 
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The nature and uſe of the W a; T E-Book explained. 


HE Wafte-lock may be defined, a regiſter, containing an in- 

ventory of a merchant's effects and debts, with a diſtinct 
record of all his traniactions and dealings in a way of trade, nar- 
rated in a plain, ſimple ftyle, and in order of time as they ſucceed 
one another, 

The #'afte-book opens with the inw-ntor) : Which conſiſts of two 
parts; firſt, the eds, that is, the money a merchant has by him, 
the goods he has on hand, his part of ſhips, houſes, farms, Oc. 
with the debts due to him, the /econd part of the i-wertory is the 
debts due by him to others; the difference betwixt which and the 
effects, is what merchants call zear fock, When a man begins the 
world and firſt ſets up to trade, the inventory is to be gathered 
tram a ſurvey of the particulars that make up his real chate; but 
ever after is to be collected from the balance ot his old books, and 
carried to the new. This inventory is the firit thing narrated in the 
Wafte-bcok, as being the foundation of all future commerce, the 
ſource and ſpring whence all ſubſequent tran actions flow. To this 
all after-accompts owe their birth, on this they depend, and in this 
at length they terminate, with increaic. diminution, or variation. 

Atter the inventory is fairly narrated iu the Ae, the trant- 
actions of trade come next to be jotted down; which is a daily taſk, 
to be performed as they occur ; and thould be done dittinctly, that 
is, every thing ſhould be clearly and exactly expreſſed ; the uſe of 
ambiguous words and phraſes ſhould be caretully avoided, and every 
thing that may mar the ſenſe or render the meaning doubtful and 
uncertain. Nothing material ſuoul be omitted, nor any thing ſu- 
perfluous added, The narrative ought to exhibit tranſactions, with 
all the-circumſtances neceifary to be known, and no more. It ſhould 
contain the names of perſons the merchant deals with on truff, the 
conditions of bargains, the terms of payment, the quantity, quality, 
and prices of goods, with every other thing that ſetve to make the 
record diftinet. and nothing elſe. I might here adduce particular 
examples to illuſtrate what is ſaid in general; but. a caretul reading 
of the Wafte-5o9k will be more inſtructive than all the directions 
that poſſibly can be given.

The Wafte bock, it no ſublidiary books are kept, ſhould contain a 
record of all the merchant's tran/aFfiens and dealing in a way of 
trade; and that not only of ſuch as are properly and purely mercan- 
tile, but of every occurrence that affects his ſtocæ, ſo as to impair or 
increale it; luch as, private expences, tervaiits fees, honte-rents, 
money gained or loſt on wagers, I-gactes and the like. By ſuch oc- 
currences as theſe, a merchant as aftectually becomes io much poorer 
or richer, as by the re.uit of any branch of his trade. And the 
ends propoſed in buok-keeping can never be gained, if ſuch things 
as cheſe paſs unrecorded. For ſince one of the deligns of book- 
keeping is, to put the merchant in cal? at any time to compute, by 
the heip of his books, what he is worth to a farching ; it is plain 
that this he can never do, if things are leit out by which his ſtock 
is actually leſſened or enlarged. Nay, if things of this nature were 
omitted, the Ledger accompts would prove falle, and never ſerve the 
purpoſe for which they are intended. As tor inftance ; ſhould a 
merchant negle& to record lis private expentes, it is obvious, (ſince 
what is omitted in the #ufle-book will be wanting in the Ledger), 
that the caſb accompt would not exhibit the true ſum of ready money 
he had by him, which is one thing deligney by that accompr. Again, 
iuppoſe he takes a piece of cloth, or any thing clic irom the ſhop, 
to compliment his friend. and omits to enter it in his bcoks; no- 
thing is more certain, than that the cloth accempt in the Ledger 
would not ſhew how much of the cloth were yet undiſpoſed of, A 
learner perhaps may underitand the reaſon of this better afterward ; 
but it is proper however, in the mean time, that he know the book- 
irg of theſe things to be neceſſary. 

The ate book is written in a plain and fmple Hyle; and ought to 
be fo, for this book being nothing but a bare hiſtory of facts and 
occurrenccs of trade, containing the matter and ſubſtance of ac- 
compte, without any thing of that artificial dreſs which they aſſume 
in the other books, the ſtyle ſhould be ſuited to the nature of a nar- 


. Tative, that is, caſy, ſimple, plain, and perſpicuous; and the more 


it is io, it is the more like what it ſhould be, anſwers its deſign the 
better, and the book will be the more perfect Yet this ſimplicity 
of ſt/le does not exclude the ulc of terms and modes of expre:fion 
in uſe among merchants; for as every artiſt has a ſet of words and 
ways et ſpeaking, which they have a liberty and right to uſe, as 
being peculiar to the art the projeſs ; ſo merchants have theirs, and 
they ſpeak and write like themſelves, by uſing them. In all mer- 
chants writings, even in a H bolt, when written by a perſon of 
{kill and experience, there is à concile, emphatic diction, a certain 
peculiar ute of words and phraſes which is a kind ot elegancy chat 
runs through and adorns the whole, and at the ſame time ſhews the 
ability of the accomptant, I his ſhould beecaretully ſtudied by a 
learner, and 1s only to be acquired by converſe with merchants, 

and 
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and the imitation of well writ books. Indeed, the leſs of this mer- 
chant- y le is to be expected in a // «e-book, in regard it 1s v t up 
in the time of bulinels, and otten in the very nurry of it; ver thus 
inconveniency might be prevented, if accomp ants would be at the 
pains,” firlt to mmute things upon a blotter, and afterward, when 
the throng of butincts is over, to extend them in the Ae bead. 
By this meaas, bath the expreitivn night be more accurate, and the 
vrit much the fairer. ' And this certa;uily is the method tl. hould 
be taken by a young book Keeper. 

The lait part of the definition, about the erder and ſucceſſen ot 
things in the Fafe-book, needs no explication, fave what has been 
faid on that head in ihe introduction. Nor is it nece{ſicy to ſpend 
werds upon the manner of ruling the /Va//e-v0ck ; a ght ot he 
bouk iuclt being ſutfic ient iuttructiou ior that purpole. Ani as for 
the way of marking the dates, it is enough to obſerve, that a date 
being once inlert. ſcrves, without ice ition, ter ihe traniattions of 
the whole day, unticts it kappen,-that, in one and the ame Gay, 
one page be written up, and another one begun; in uh (246 the 
ſame date is repeated en the head of the new page.

The filling up the Journal. being the nice and diteult part in book- 
keeping, cannot well be pertormed in the time of bunncſs, but re- 
quires leiſure and retirement, thought and deliberation, Nor is it 
proper to lcave the traniactivns of the day unrecorded till the ours 
of buiine(s are over ; for they may cicape the memory, and be quite 
torgot, or at beſt breed coniution. It is ncedtul rtica, that a ſimple 
record go couttantly on, keeping pace with che occurrences of trade, 
containing a complete narrative of every thing tran'atted, out of 
which the Fow'na/ may be made up at lcilute hours Again, . 
tun liy, alter the Journal is filled up. the / afte-5044 is the ouch- 
ſtone by which it muſt be tried add proved, or, if wrong. corrected. 
It is therefore ablulutely'necetfary to keep a HWaft.-book; and theſe 
are the proper and genuine utes oi it Iudeed alter the Journal 
ts filled up aud corrected, the /[ajtr-b:64 is of little further utc; 
aud probably on this a. chunt it has got the name it bears, 
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Of the JouR NAL. 


H1S book I ſhall divide into two parts. In the firff of which, 

I ſhall deſcribe the Jeurna/; inquire into the nature and uſe 
of the terms Debter and Creditor ; and make ſome general remarks 
upon the manner of their application; and thence deduce a few 
practical rules. In the ſecond, I ſhall give the particular application 
of theſe terms in the ſeveral branches of trade.

CHAT. Lk 
The Journal deſcribed. 


1 IE Journal is the book herein the tranſactions recorded in 
the Ha **-book are prepared to be carried to the Ledger, by 
having their proper debtors and creditors aiccrtained and pointed 
eut. 

To illuftrate this definition, and make the nſe, form and nature 
of the Journal underſtood, I ſhall, 1. Lay before they reader the 
true end and deſign of this book. 2. Shew howit agrees with, and 
wherein it differs from the other iwo books, eſpecially the Ya/te- 
book 3. Give a few rules with reſpect to the manner of writing in 
It. 

I. It hath already been noticed in the introduction, that one great 
deſign of the Journal is, to prevent errors in the Ledger, a thing of 


the worſt conſequence in book keeping ; which yet, without the help 
ot 
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of this book, would be almoſt inevitable. For ſuppoſe à perſon 
ſhould attempt to form the Obers and Creditor from the nay Pr 
in his mind, and at the ſame time poſt them to the Ledger, he ſhall 
find his thoughts ſo much embarrailed and overcharged, by attend- 
ing at once to ſo many differcnt things as occur here, that, were he 
an accomptant of very great experience, he could not well miſs of 
falling into frequent blunders, "This makes it neceſſary to divide 
the taſk, and do at twice what cannot be performed at once, with- 
out ſuch hazard of miſtakes; that is, firtt to write out the Debtors 
and Creditors in a ſeparate book by themielyes, and atterward trani- 
fer them to the ledger. 'The work by this means being divided into 
parts, becomes more ſimple, and concquently more caly, and o 
may be performed with greater certainty of its being right. Again, 
after the L-dver is filled up, the Journa/ facilitates the work required 
in reviſing and correcting it: For, tirft the Ae, and Journal 
are compared, and then the Jourra! and Ledger, Whereas, to re- 
viſe and correct the Ledger immediately from the Maſle- boot, would 
be a matter of no lets difficulty than to form it wichout the help of 
a Journal. Lafily, Ihe Journal is deligned as a fair record of a 
merchant's buſincis. For neither of the other zwo books can ſerve 
this purpoſe ; not the Ledger, by reafon both of the order that ob- 
tains in it, and alſo on account ot its brevity, being little more than 
a large index. Nor can the / aſle- boot anſwer this deſign ; for being 
written up in the time of bulineſs, and commonly too by different 
hands; it can neither be fair and uniform, nor very accurate. And 
yet it is proper and neceſſary that uchi a fair record be kept; which 
merchants therefore do in the Journal, by making it contain, not 
only a lift or catalogue of the Debtors aud Creditors ; but alio a nar- 
rative of all tranſactions, with the hiſtory of circumſtances, almoſt 


the ſame as in the Waſte-book. Hence it i, that in caſe of difference 


betwixt a merchant and lis dealers, the Fourna/ is the book com- 
monly called for, and in!pected by a civil judge. 

II. By the very definition, and what has formerly been obſerved, 
the Journal is a kind of middle book betwixt the other two ; it looks 
back to the one, and forward to the other; it ſtands connected with 
and allied to both; has ſomething common with each, and ſomething 
wherein it differs from either. With the VHaſte- loot it agrees 1 
form, being ruled aſter the ſame. manner. The order alſo and ſuc- 
ceſſion ot things one to another is he ſame in both. The dates arc 
alſo marked one way The thing then that diſtiuguiſnheth the two 
books, is the ftyle; that of the one being natural. and that of the 
other artificial, In the Fournal, perſons and things are charged 
D. btors to other perſons or things as Creditors; aud in this it agrees 
with the L-dger, where the ſame ityle is uſed, but differs from it as 
to form and order. So that it agrees with the Muffe bio in tho!: 
very things wherein it differs from the Ledger; and on the other 

B 3 hand, 
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hand, it agrees with the latter in that very point wherein it differs 
trum the former. But mv chief deſign vere being to ſlate the com- 
paruen betwixt the Hebes and Forrnal, and ſhew how they 
ag ee ond wherein whey iter; I al tor this end turn two or three 
examples oi a Waſie-book into the Journe! form, which will br 
more ĩuſtructive on (ws licad than à great many words, 
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inner columns, or, as merchants 2 it. with the ſum mort car- 
ried. The preceding ſpecimen exhibited in this form will ſtand as 


under. 
FOURNAL. 
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III. Before I proceed to give rules for writing in the Fowrna!, it 
will be ncceſſary to take notice, that every caſe or example of the 
Wafte-book, when entered in the Journal, is called a Pau,] or 
entry ; thus the examples above make up three diſtinct poſts Again, 
a poſt is either ſimple or complex A fmple poft is that which has 
but one DeSter and one Creattor, as the firſt of theſe above. A com- 
flex pe is either when one Debtor is balanced by two or more Cree 
or-, as in the ſecond poſt ; or when two or more De{ters are ba- 
lanced by cne Cred ter, as in the third poſt ; ꝙ when ſevera! D. b:ors 
are balanced by ſeverai Creditors. and then the peſt is ſaid to he 
complex in both its terms. This being premited, the rules to be 
cbſerved are theſe following. 


I. In a ſimple poſt, the Debtor is to be expreſly men- 
tioned, then the Cr:4:tor, and, laſtly, the ſam, all 
in one line; after which follows the narrative, or 
reaſon of the entry, in one or more linos, as in the 
firſt of theſe three poſts above. | 


II. In a complex poſt, the ſeveral Debtors or Cre liter 
are expreſſed in the firſt line, by Se or fir (rv 
Aceompts, and the reſt of the line filled up as in the 
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former rule. After which, the ſeveral Debtors or C - 
ditors muſt be particularly mentioned, each in a line 4 
by themſelves, with their reſpective ſums ſubjoined Þ 
to them; which are to be added up, and their total i 
carried to the money-columns, as in the ſecond and pri 
third poſts, 4 
N. B. Creditors are always mentioned with the word 7s before & 
them; but D. Sers arc expteſſed ſimply, without any word perfixcd, 7 
III. The Debtors and Creditors ſhould be written in a FF 
larger letter, or text-hand, both for ornament and 4

IV. The narrative in every entry ſhould be as parti- 3

The conveniency or advantage of this kind of Journal is, that it 
contains a fair record ot a merchant's buſineis, in a plain ſtyle that 
may be read and underttood by any body; but then it requires ſome 
more writing. N. B. Some who follow this way, inſtead of writing 
out the Debtors and Creditors on the margin, do it at the foot of 
each poſt. 


CHAP.» 


The nature and uſe of the terms Debtor and Creditor 
Inquired into. 


H E nature and uſe of the terms Dibtor and Creditor will 
be obvious, from the conſiderations tollowing. 

I. Accompts in the Ledger conſiſt of two parts, which in their 
own nature are direcily oppoſed to, and the reverſe of one anather; 
which therefore are ſet fronting one another, on oppoſite ſides of the 
ſame folio. Thus, all the articles of money received, go to the left 
fide of the Cah accompr, and all the articles or ſums laid out, are 
carried to the right. In like manner, the purchaſe of goods is poſt- 
ed to the left ſide of the accompt of the ſaid goods, and the fale or 
diſpoſal of them to the right, c. 

II. Tranſactions of trade, or caſes of the Wale back, are alſo made 
up of two parts, which belong to different accompts, and to oppo- 
ſite ſides of the Ledger: e. g. If goods ate bought tor ready money, 
the two parts are, the goods received, and the money delivered ; the 

| tormer 
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former of which goes to the left fide of the accompt of ſaid goods, 
and the latter to the right ſide of the Caſh accompt. 

III. Theſe two different parts, in caſes of the Wafte-5204, are not 
oppoied to one another, as the two ſides of the Ledger-accompt: are: 
but, on the contrary, have a mutual connection and dependence, the 
one being the ground, condition, or cauſe of the other. Thus, in 
the preceeding example, when goods are bought fur ready money, 
the receipt ot the goods is the caut- of parting vi h the money ; 
and, on the other hand, the dclivering of the money is the condition 
on which the goods are received. 

From theie three obſervations, it is plain, that in or der to poſt a 
caſe of the Mate- bloc to the Leger, the firſt thing the accomptant 
muſt do, is, to divide the cafe into its parts, and then to think witli 
himſelt, to which accompt, and to what file, cach of thele parts i 
to be carried; and when the entry is actually made, the connec- 
tion of the parts with one another muſt be expreſſed in each of the 
accompts to which they are traniported. Now, ſince in {peaking 
and writing things muſt have names whereby they may be expreſſed 
and written, it is neceſſary that two words or terms be contrived 
and appropriated to theſe two different parts, that have the ſame te- 
lation to one another, as the parts themſelves have, which may at 
once characterize and. diſtinguiſn the parts from one another, point 
out and aſcertain to what fide of the Ledger each of them is to be 
carried, and withal expreſs their relation to, and dependence upon 
one another. 

The /tahan; at firſt for this purpoſe pitched upon the terms Debtor 
and Creditor, doubtle's becanſe their common acceptation comes 
nearer to the thing here meant, than any other they could think on: 
and indeed their &aoice has been ſo far right, that no accomptant 
ſince has found reaſon to with for a change. They are correlative ; 
the one implies and involves the other: to that where-ever there is 
a Debtor there muſt needs be a Cred lor: and, on the other hand, a 
Creditor naturally and necellarily ſuppoſes a Debror., By means ot 
theſe terms, the two parts, in any caſe of the . ate book when 
poſted to the Fournad, arc denominated, the one the Debtor, an 
the other the Creditor, ot that poſt. And when carried from thence 
to the Leager, the Debtor, or Debtir-part, is entered upon the left 
ſide (hence called the Deb7.»-ſide of its own accompt, where it is 
charged Doebtor to the Crelitor part.) Again, the Cr Aitor or Creditir 


fart, is poſted. to the right fide, or Creditor ſi le, of its accompt, and 


made Creditor by the 1e'tor fart. Hence [tal an Bookkeeping is 
laid to be a method of keeping accompts by double entry, becauſe 
every lingle calc of the /YVaſte-vook requires at leaft two entries in 
the Ledger, viz. one for the Debtor, and another tor the Creditor. 
I ſha!l now illuſtrate what has been ſaid by two examples. Firſt,

parts in this caſe are, the wine received, and the money delivered 
tor it, which are characterized by the terms Nebror and Creditor in 
the Jovrnal poſt thus: ine Dr to Ca; where the meaning is, 
(though to expreſs it ſo is needlels,) that as Mine is Dr to Capo, io 
Caſh is Cr by Vine. And accordingly, when carried to the Ledger, 
the ine accempt is charged Dr to Cafh, and the Caſb-accengt is 
made Cr by ,in. Again, 2%. Admit the Merchant fell h:s pipe 
ot wine tor preſent money, in this caſte the two parts are the tame 
as betore; but when clothed with Debior and Cretu, will tand 
in verted thus; Caſs Dr to H ize. And accordingly, in the E-dyer, 
the Cab-Accompr is charged Dr to ine, and the Hine ac gets 
credit by Cab. From all which it is evicent, the terms Debtor and 
Creditor are nothing elſe but marks or charaeri:tics {ſtamped upon 
the different parts of traniactions in the Nurnal, expreſling the re- 
lation ot theſe parts to one another, and fliewing to uu fide uf 
their reipective accompts in the Ledger they are to be carricd, 


CHAP. in. 


General remarks upon the mauncr of applying the terms 
Debtor 4 Creditor, with a few practical rules thence 
dedu ced. 


HE natnre and nſe of the terms D. Itor and Credicor being ex- 
piained, the next thing that talls in our way is, to inquire 
what the two parts in the ſeveral caſes in the , He boot are, and 
wich of them is to be eſteemed the Debtor, and winch the Creditor ? 

his I ſhall do here more generally in the tolloning remarks. 
I. The Jtalian at firſt, and merchants ever ſinec, in determining 
which of the two parts, in cach caſe of the Mate- let, ſhould be 
eltcemed Debter. and wh ch Gredrter, have proceeded not arbitra- 
rily, but according to the nature of things, and the analogy of the 
terms themſelves 3; which they nſc in a more extenſive ſente than 
lawye s and apply them e jually to perfuns and things. Thus when 
a merchant buys goods on time or truſt, he makes the goes periou- 
ate him li. (for a merchant's name never ſtands Dibier or Creditor 
in his dn books) and cuntiders them as ct argeable and accountable 
to che perſon irowm whom they are bought. And theretore, it he 
buy ſugar trom A. B. cn time, the Jena poſt will be, Sugar Dr 
to A. H. For the fame reaton, when he borrows money, he makes 
Ca Dr tothelendr. N. B. Cat is an Ital c word, that properly 

ſignifies a chaſt or box in which money is pt. 

11. In like manner. when a mercliant diipoſes of goods or money 
upon trult, he conſiders the receiver as Deuter, not to himicli, but 
0 
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to the goods or money delivered; and therefore, it he ſells ſugar to 
A. J on time, in the Fourna! he charges A. B. Dr to Sugar; and 
if he lend money, whether on bond, bill, or note, or pay debts, he 
enters the borrower. or receiver Dr to Caſh, 

ITE. It follows, as a corollary from. the two preceding remarks, 
that when goods or money are received tor money or goods given 
out, the thing received ſhould be charged Dr to the thing delivered. 
And theretore, if a merchant buy ſugar for ready money, the Four- 
al entry will be, Sugar Dr to Ca/b ; it he ſells tugar for ready mo- 
ney, it will be, Ca Dr to Sugar; and if he exchange or bart-r 
ſugar for tobacco, the Fournal entry runs thus, Tobacco Dr to Sa- 


gar. 
IV. The two fides of. every Ledger-accompt being exactly the re- 
verle of one another, it is obvious, 1. That when the Debtor part of 
any former caſe happens in the courſe of buſineſs to be reveried in a 
tubſequent one, what was Debror in the former caſe will be Creditor 
in the latter: e. g. When the merchant receives payment of A. B. 
for the ſugar ſold him on time, in the ſecond remark above, it is 
plain, that as A. B was made Debtor when the debt was contra cted; 
ſo, upon receiving payment, he muft be made Cred:ter, and the 
Journal entry will run thus: Caſh Dr to A. B. 2. In like manner, 8 
when the Creditor part of any preceding caſe comes in a following * 
caſe to be reverſed, what was Creditor in the antecedent caſe will | 
be Debtor in the ſubſe quent: thus, when the merchant pays A. B. . 
for the ſugar bought, in the firſt remark, it is evident A. B. mutt be 
charged Debtor, becauſe in the former caie he was Creditor ; and fo 
the entry will be, A. J. Dr to Cab. z. When therefore a calc 
occurs, which is exactly the reverſe of both parts of ſome preceding 
one, the Journal entry of the latter will be juft the reverſe of the 
former : e. g. If, after the caſe of barter, mentioned in the third te- 47 
mark, is poſted to the Journal, both merchants ſhould mutually quit Þ 
one another, and give up the bargain ; upon this ſuppoſition, the _ XR 
former Journal entry would be revericd, and ftand thus: Sugar © 
Dr to ebacco. 4. A caſe ſometimes happens that is oppoſed to two 
preceding caſes, being the reverſe of the Dr part of the one, and 
of the Cr part of the other. As, ſuppoſe a merchant pays a debt 
to A. B. by giving him a bill upon C. D. ; here, by the firſt remark, 
it is obvious, that when the debt was contracted by the merchant, 
A. B. was made Cr; and therefore muſt now be charged Dr. Again, 
CD. his accepting of the bill, ſuppoſes that he owes to the mer- 
chant ; and conſequently, by the ſecond remark, ftands Dr in his 
books ; and muft therefore now be diſcharged, by being made Cr 
So that the Jow-na/ entry will be, J. B. Dr to C. D. But of 
theſe four kinds of caſes mentioned, that which happens more or- 
dinarily, is the firft, where the Dr part of a former caſe comes to be 


reverſed in a ſubſequent one. This is ſo common, that it occurs 
| | almoft 
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almoſt in every other tranſaction; and therefore, to render it ſami- 
liar to a learner, I ſhall here ſubjoin two or three more examples. 
Suppole a merchant buy ſugar for ready money, which he puts off 
in barter for tebacco, which he again exchanges for indigo, which he 
ſells to 4. B on time, and lome time after receives payment, and 
then lends the money to Peter Pay ua: the 2 entries of theſe 
ſix caſes arc as follows, in which the Dr of the tormer is always Cr 


in the ſubſequent. 


Sugar Dr to Cahh, 
Tabacco Dr to Sugar, 
Indigo Dr to Tobacco, 

A. B. Dr to Indizo, 

Caf Dr to A. B, 

Pater Paywell Dr to Caſs. 


v. There are ſome caſes ſo ſimple, that they cannot properly be 
divided into a Dr part and Cr part, but conſiſt of one of theſe parts 
only: e. g. If a merchant, by the death of a friend, gets a legacy, 
or any other way receives goods or money, as an addition to his 
ftock, for which he gives nothing out; it is evident, from the firſt 
remark, that the thing received, whether goods or money, is 
Debtor : but then, in the preſent caſe, neither any thing, nor any 
perſon, can be made Creditor ; not @ thing, becauſe nothing goes 
out as an equivalent for the thing received; not a perſon, becauſe 


no body has a right to demand payment or reftitution. In caſes 


therefore of this nature, a fictitious Cr muſt be contrived to ſupply 
the want of a real or perſonal one. That which is commonly utcd 
in this, and ſome other ſuch caſcs, is Profit ang Loſi. Suppoling then 
that the merchant receives the above legacy ir ready money, the 
Journal entry will be, Ca Dr to Profit and Loſi. For the ſame 
reaſon, when a merchant gives away money or goods for which he 
is to expect no return, he makes Profit and Lofi, Dr to the thing de- 
livered, Thus, when he pays ſhop-rent, warchonſe-rent, or other 
things of the like nature, the entry is Profit and Left. Dr to Caſb. 
In like manner, when a merchant fends goods to ſea, it is plain, 
by the ſecond remark, that the goods, being the things diſpoſed of, 
are to be eſteemed Cr: but then there is no Dr: for neither is any 
thing received in their ſtead, nor is the factor to whom they are oon- 
ſigned, as yet chargeable. A fictitious Debtor mult theretore be 
had, namely, Foyage, which is always made Dr on this occaſion, 
As, ſuppoſe a merchant ſhip off tobacco to Rotterdam, the 7 ournal 
entry will be, Fovage to Rotterdam Dr to Tobacco. And the voyage 
is again diicharged, by being made Cr when advice comes that the 
ſhip is arrived, and the goods received by the factor. There are 

a tome 
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ſome other fictitious terms neceſſary on ſome other occaſioas, which 
ſhail be taken notice of atterwards. Be ore I finiſh this remark, I 
ſhall obviate the tearner's ſurprize, who probably may think it ſtrange, 
to find ſuch a compound and inconſiſtent- like term as Profit ana Loſs, 
and be ready to imagine that it would be better, in the firſt of the 
cates above, to make Profit Cr, and in the ſecond to make Leſs Dr. 
But this would occalion two different accompts in the Ledgry : rhe 
former of which would have the Cr fi..e filled up, and nothing on 
the Dr fide; the latter would have all its articles on the Dr tide, 
and nothing on the Cr fide. To prevent this, the two are joined 
together, and charged Dr for loſſes, and ma? e Cr tor things gained 
by which means both are reduced to one Leager-accompt, whoſe Dr 
fide contains all the articles of loſs, and its Cr fide the articles of 
gain. It were indeed to be wiſhed, that we had ſome Eng/i/h word 
of uch a general ſignification, as to be equally applicable to denote 
gain or lots. Such a word would be more ſuitable and convenient 
tor this purpoſe. But as we have none, the compound term Profit 
and Lofs mutt be ufed. V. B. The articles of profit and loſs are al- 
ways very numerous; but the Ledzer-accom?t is ſomeuhat eaicd by 
other accompts that are commonly kept, which ace nothing ele but 
particular branches of itſelf; ſuch as, Charges of merchanaije, Han ſe- 
EXperces, KC, 

VI. Ihe preceding remarks conſidered ſingly, or one by one, 
are adapted to ſimple poſts, where en. Dr is balanced by one Cr; 
but jointly taken, ſerve allo to diſcover the Drs and Crs in complex 
ones. This F ſhall illuſtrate by an example in each of the kinds of 
complex poſts, which are three. 

1. Where one Lr is balanced by two or more Crs; as, ſuppoſe a 
merchant buys tugar of A. B. for part ready money, part on time: 
here there are two Crs, wiz. Caſh, tor the money paid, by the ſecond 
and third remarks; and the ſeller, tor the remainder ot the price, 
by the firſt remark. So the Jozrna/ entry will be, 


Sugar Dr to Sundries, wit. 
Jo Caſh, paid in part, 
To 4. B. tor the cit.

this condition, that the ſum borrowed, with the intereſt, is only to 
be paid in caſe of a fate voyage; fo that it the ſhip ſhould chance 
to be loft or caſt away, the lender has nothing to demand, This way 
of borrowing and lending is called Bettomry, as being not properly 
upon the borrower's credit, but a ritk upon the bottom of his ihip.

ARTNERSHIP is that branch of trade which is managed and 
carried on by a truſtee, in the name, and for the account of 
the partners; that is, when a joint ack, made up by two or more 
merchants, is depoſited in the hands of one perſon, to be employed 
by him in the way of commerce, according to inſtructions. 
Merchants, upon entering into gart, generally chuſe one of 
their own number, to whom they commit the management of their 
company concerns; who, on account of his being partner, as well 
ns manager or doer tor the company, is calle!! Dartmer-truftee $ aid 
ſhares of gains and loſſes that happen, according to his ſhare of the 
ſtock ; and muſt allow his proportion of all charges, even of his 
own commitlion, ſince, in quality of truſtce, he ſerves him{clf as 
partner equally with the reſt. | 
The accompt of the company's affairs may be kept by the tru- 
ſee in his own books, along with the accompts of his own private 
buſineſs ; or they may be kept in ſeparate books allotted tor that 
purpoic. 
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purpoſe. The former is common practice, in matters of ſmall con- 
cern, or ſhort adventures; the latter is uſed by fixed companies, 
whole trade is conſiderable, or who have the protpect of dealing 
long that way. 

Hence it is obvious; that each partner will have occaſion tp keep 
an accompt in his own books, of every thing he gives in and receives 
from the company, and alto of what he owrs to the company, or 
they to lum: and, on the other hand, it will be the buſincts or the 
trutice, not only to keep clear accompts with the perſons he deals

And, in regard company accompts prove commonly the hardeſt 
to a learner, I ſhall, in cach ſection, give firit a brref deſcription of 
the Ledger-accompts necelliry in the branch of company-a-comp! s treat- 
ed of therein. which will conduce much to make him underſtand 
the rcaſon of the Fournal-entries ; and then I ſhall apply Ilir and Cr 
in as many particular caſes, as will be ſutficient to give him a dittince 
14ea of the method, and o enable him to hit upon the true Dr and 
Cr in any other calc, not expreisly mentioned.

A Truſtee who keeps the company's accompts in his own books, 
has occaſion for the three Led er- atm 1 following, in which

tor the value of the goods brought into company, for all charges,

Note 1. If the-company deal in foreign trade, you who manage 
as truſtee,” will have occation for other accompts, wiz. Poyage in 
company, Fafior our atcompt current, &c. all which are uſed the fame 
way as their parallels in proper foreign trade. 

Nete 2. As you muſt keep an accompt in company, and an acrompt 
projer or each partner; fo, if theſe be compared with the accompts 
of the like name kept by the partners, they will be found exactly 
the reverſe of one another; that is, the Dr ſide of the accompts 
kept by you, will be the ame with the Cr fide of thoſe kept by the 
partners; and, on the other hand, the Cr fide of the former, will 
be exactly the Dr ſide of the latter. * . 

Note 3. Inſtead of the title A. B. his accompt proper a great many 
uſe A. B. his accompt current. And it muſt be owned the merchant is 
at liberty to do in this as he inclines ; it comes to the ſame thing in 
the iſſue, only the one title is more diſtinctive than the other. 


Having thus deſcribed the accompts to be opened in the Ledger by 
a truſtee who keeps accompts for the company in his own books, I 
come next to apply Dr and Cr in particular caſes. But before I 
enter upon this, it will be proper to remind the reader, that the 


trufize, in managing company-affairs, has the tranſactions to fate 
to

to accompt, not only as they relate to his dealers, but alſo as they 
reſpe& his partners. I his gives occaſion frequently for a double 
Journal entry. The firſt of which reſpects the dealers, and is the 
{ame here (abſtracting trom the title) as in proper trade. The ſecond 
reſpects the partners, and ſhews either their inputs, proportion of 
charges, or ſhare of neat proceeds; or the debts due to, or by them, 
in con:equence of the preſent tranſaction. But then, a double Jour- 
al entry not being neceſſary in every caſe, the learner is apt to be 
puaz ed, in judging: when it ſhould be made, and when omitted. 
To unravel theretore this knotty part in company accomprts, I ſhall 
take particular notice, in the following problems. when the ſecond 
entry is needful, and when not. And here obſerve, that the beſt 
way a learner can take to ſee the reaſon of the following ſentries, 
whether firſt or ſecond, is, to conſider what their effe&t will be in 
the Ledger; that is, what will go to the Dr ſide, and what to the

In the preceding problems, I have endeavoured to explain the 
method commonly uſed by truſtees in keeping company-accompts 
in their own books; but that nothing may be wanting to make the 
learner a complete accomptant, I ſhall here ſubjoin a brief account 
of two other methods of performing the ſame, and that without a 
particular accompt in company fos each partner. Theſe methods are 
uſed ſometimes by truſtees in companics conſiſting of a great many 

rtaers, or where there are many articles to book, fer the lake of 


_ diſpatch, and to fave writing, Beſides their conciſeneſs, they hays 


this advantage, that the accompts balance in the Ledger as accompts 
of proper trade. But ſtill the common method is the moſt regular, 
perte&, and comprehenſive ; all other methods being only contracti- 
ons of it. And, for this reaſon, the common method ſhould be the 
chief ſtudy of a learner'; which if once thoroughly underftood. a 
few hints will make him caſily comprehend any other method as a 
mechanic, who knows how to bnild a fine houſe, with all the pro- 
portion and ſymmetry of art, will not need much inftruction to raiſe 
another fabric for the like uſe, with fewer decorements, and upon 
leſs charges, Aud, for this reaſon, I ſhall confine the explication 
of the two methods here propoſed, to the fix caſes following, which, 
to one who. underftands the common method, will be ſufficient.

N keeping company-accompts in books by themſelves, you muft 
not only have a ſeparate Legger, but alio a ſeparate Wa/le-book 
and Journo/. The accompts to be opened in the Ledger are as 
follows., | 
1. You muſt ere& an actompt of Goods in company, and alſo an 
Accompt in company, and an Accompt proper, for each partner yourielt 
as well as others. Theſe accompts are kept the lame way, and for 
the ſame purpoſte, as in laft /eion, 

2. Open alſo the accompts, Stock in company, caſh in com any Profit 
and Loſs in company, with accompts of every perſon that deals with 
the company on credit. In foreign trade, erect the accompts, Voyage in 
company; Facłor our a.com|t vrrent, Cc. When you cloſe the compa- 
ny's books, open an accompt of Balance in compaxy. And, in ſhort, 
every accompt uſed in froper trade is allo uſed here; with this dit- 
ference only, that the diſtinctive adjection, our, or in om; any, is ſu · 
peradded to the title.

The Ledger deſcribed, the manner of fil ling it np from 
the Journal, with the way of tranſpoſing accompts, 


SECTION TI. 
The Ledger deſcribed. 


ob. Ledger is the principal book, wherein all the ſeveral arti- 
cles of each particular accompt, that lie ſcattered in the other 
books according to their dates, are collected and placed together, in 
ſpaces allotted tor them, in ſuch manner, that the oppoſite parts of 
every accompt are ſet directly tronting one another, on oppolite ſides 
of the ſame fo.70. 

The Ledger is the chicf or principal book of accompts, as being 
that which immediately anſwers the end of book-keeping. For, as 
has been already obſerved, the 7ournal is only preparatory or intro- 
ductory to the Ledger; and the Maße book contains only the matter 
of accompts, without either the form or order: whereas the Ledger 
has all the perfection of form and order aimed at in book-keeping, 
or that poſſibly can be wiſhed for; affording a ready anſwer to all 
the demands of the inquiſitive merchant ; and is therefore  juttly 
eſteemed 


Chap. I. The Ls DGER deſcribe, 71 


elleemed the principal book oi the three: It is called the Ledger, (an 
halic word that ſignifies art or dexterity,) becauſe in it the artificial 
part ot bcok-keeping chicdy appears. But ſome chule rather to de- 
ive the word irom the Dosch verb /egger, to lie or continue in 4 
lace, becauſe the Legger is lodged or lies in the compting-houle. 

The Ledger, in oppoution to the ſcattered order of things in the 
Wajle-beok, has all the particular articles of cach accumpt collected 
and placed together; and that in ſuch a manner, as to have the op- 
polite. articles teparated, and ſet fronting one another on opponte 
ſides ot the lame el Thus, the oppolite articles of the C 
accompt are, the ſums of money received, and the ſum laid out: 
which accordingly ſtand, the tormer on the Ur fide, and the latter 
on tlie Cr fide ot the ſame foro. Again, in an Accompt of goods, 
the prime cutt and charges go to the Dr 1ide, and the ſales to the 
Cr ide; by comparing of which, appears the gain or lots? and to 
in other accempes, In this order and dilpolition of things conſiſts 
the excellency and perfection of the Leger, 

The Lager folios are divided into ſpaces, for containing the ac- 
compts: on the head of which are written the titles of the accompts, 
marked Dr on the left-hand page, and Cr on the right: below 
which ftand the articles, with the word To prefixed on the Dr 
lide, and the word By on the Cr lide. Upon the margin are re- 
corded ti e dates of the articles, in columns allotted tor that purpole. 
Some form another column next aſter that of the day of the month, 
in which they inſert the page of the Journal the article is poſted 
from. This they uſe, as being a more ready way of fiuding the 
article in the Journal than the date; for the tranſactions of a ſingle 
day may ivmetimes fill up ſeveral pages of the Jen nal. Ihe 
moncy- columns arc the {ame as in the othec books. Betore them 
ſtauds the fo/zo-co/urn, which contains figures directing to the ie, 
where the correſpondent Ledger-entr. ot cach article is made; for 
every thing is twice centered in the Ledger, wiz. on the Dr fide of 
one accompt, and again, upon the Cr of ſome other accompt; 
ſo that theſe figures mutually reier from the one to the other, and 
are of uſe in cxainining the Led xx Belides thele columas, there 
mutt be kept, in all accumpts where number, weight, meaſure, or 
diſtinction ut coins is confacred, inner columns, to inert the quan- 
tity, as in all accompts of gvotls, in 4. B. my accompt Current, G6. 
See Ne 2. 3. 11. 12. 14. 1. 20. 21. $3 . 

For the ready finding any accompt in the Ledger, it has an alpha- 
bet, or ind ec, wherein are written the titles ot all accompts, with 
the number of Jute where they tand. And here it is to be ob- 
ſerved, tliat perions namics arc interted. according to the initial let- 
ter of their Surname ; 7. g. Kobert Black is placed under the letter B. 
The form of the /nd-x is arbitrary; but that commonly uid, and 
which icems to be molt convement, 15 made thus. Upon the upper 
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corner of the firſt page, toward the right hand, write the letter 4. 
and pare avay below it the whole outer margin (to the depth of a 
quarter of an inch, or the breadth of a capitial letter) of three or 
our leaves, wiz as many as you think proper to allow for that let- 
ter: then the book being cloſed or ſhut, write immediately below 
A, the letter B, and cut off beneath it the external margin of three 
or four more leaves, to the {ame depth as before; and proceed in 
like manner with all the reft of the alphabet. By this means the 
letters will appear when the book is ſhut, and the accomptant may 
rcadily opeũ upon any letter he has occalion to inſpect.

this uſe of them ; my deſign being only to reter, by means of them, 
to the Ledger accomprs, as occalion requires,

Ho the Ledger is filled up from the Journal. 


1 8 O tranſport immediately from the Wafe-book to the Ledger, 
would, as has been formerly obſerved, be a complex talk, 
and require too great a meaſure of thought and attention ; but the 
former being firſt reduced to a Journal, the transferring from it to 
the Leiger becomes eaſy, and may be pertormed by the following, 


I. ES. 


I. Turn to the Index, and ſee whether the debtor 
of the Journal poſt to be tranſported, be written there; 
if it be not, inſert it under its proper letter, with the 
number of the oli to which it is to be carried. 


II. Upon the folio, and in the head of the ſpace al- 
lotted for the accompt, write the title (if it be not done 
already) in a large text letter, for ornament, marking 
it Dr on the left fide of the folio, and Cy on the right. 


III. Record the date in the columns on the margin 
of the Dr ſide, and write the Cr, with the word To 


articles 


prefixed to it, immediately below the title, or other 


Ct 
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articles formerly poſted; and complete the entry in 
one line, by giving a ſhort hint of the nature and terms 
of the tranſaction, carrying the ſum to the money- 
columns; and inſert the quantity, if it be an Accompt 
of goods, Sc. in the inner columns, and the referring 
figure in the fo/jo-column. 


IV. Turn next to the creditor of the Journal poſt, 
and proceed 1n the ſame manner with it, both in the 
Index and Ledger; with this difference only, that the 
entry is to be made upon the Cr ſide, and the word 
By prefixed to it. 


* 


V. The poſt being thus entered in the Ledger, re- 
turn to the Journal, and, on the margin, mark the 
folios of the accompts, writing *the folio of the Dr 
above, and the fol:o of the Cr below, a ſmall line 
dran between them, thus, —. Theſe marginal num- 
bers in the Journal are a kind of Index to the Ledger, 
and are of uſe 1n examining the books, and on other 
occaſions. 


VI. In opening the accompts in the Ledger, follow 
the order of the Fourna/; that is beginning with the 
firſt Journal poſt, allow the firſt ſpace in the Ledger 
for the Dr of it, the next for the Cr, the third tor 
the Dr of the following poſt, if it be not the ſame 
with ſome of thoſe already opened: and fo on till 
the whole Journal be tranſported. 


This laſt rule reſpects only natural order; and the obſervance 
of it is not abſolutely neceſſary ; for the order of accompts in the 
Ledger, is in à great meaſure arbitrary. To negle&, however, the 
order that the Journa / directs to, wantonly, and without any reaton, 
would appear capricious and abſurd. Some tranigrels this rule, 
with reſpect to the Atcomprs of Stock, and Profit and Lou, which they 
place in the front of the Ledger by themſelves, as being the accomp:s 
that are laft of all cloſed. 

The above ſix rules are formed for ſimple pofts, where there is 
hut one Dr, and one Cr, but may catily be applied to complex ones ; 
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c. g. In poſts where onlyqone of the terms is complex, the ſimple 
term is entered Dr to, or Ct by Sundries, or Sundry accompts, reterring 
to the Journal for particulars. And the ſingle Drs or Crs of the 
complex term, are cach of them, in their reipective accomp:s, en- 
tered Dr to, or Cr by the ſimple term. Again, in poſts where both 
terms are complex, each particular Dr and Cr, are entered Dr to, 
or Cr by Sundiy accompt', with a reference to the Fournal, as before. 
And here obſerve, that an article of Surry accumpt : has no reterring 
figure in the folio-comumn, becauſe it refers to ſevetal accomprs; but 
this detect is ſupplied by the marginal numbers of the Ferna. 
which mutt ſtill be contulted beiore the patticulars of the indefinite 


article can be known, 
SECTION: ML 
Flow :o tranſpoſe an accompt from one folio to another, 


HEN the ſpace allotted for an acepmpt proves too little; that 
is, when cither the Dr or Cr fide, or both, are ſo charge! 
and filled with articles, that they can hold no more ; the accompt 
-mult be tranſpoſed to a new ſpace; which may be dong by one or 
ather of the methods following. 
1. In all accompts that have inner columns for the quantities, 
ſuch as Accompt of goods, Cc. add up both the Dr and Cr tides, and 
charge the new-accampt Dr to the old, tor the total of the Dr fide; 
and make the old accompt Dr to the new, for the tatal of the Cr 
' fide. Thus the old accompt will be evened; that is, the ſums and 
quantities on both ſides will be equal; and the new accompe will ex- 
- hibit the ſame ſums and quantities on its Dr and Cr ſides, that the 
old did, before it was tranſpoſed. eu. 

2. In ac, ompts that have no inner columns, ſuch as ferfonal ac- 
comps, Caſo accompts, Profit and Loſs, Cc. where the difference be- 
twixt the two ſides ig only conlidered, it is ſufficient, atter adding up 
both ſideꝝ, as betore, to carry the balance or .\\ference only to the 
new accompt, by making it Dr to the old, for the ſaid balance, if 
the Dr ſide af the old be heayieft ; but if the Cr ſide be heavielt, 
then charge the old accompt Dr to th: mew. See N® 1, and 61. 


Nete The number of the folio, on which the new accompt is 
opened, mult be inſerted in the Ide, and alſo in the folio-co/umn 
of the old accompt ; and again, the /olio-number of the old maſt be 
written in the olio-column of the new; that the accomptant may 
readily turn from the one to the other, as occaſion requires. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. IL 


Of examining the boo, and correcting errors, 
rr 


How the books are examin d. 


N accomptant ſhould be at all imagiaable pains in filling up the 
books, to make them exact and corrett : but then, no body is 
infallible, nor can pretend every thing he does is right; nay, in ſpite 
of all the care that even a perſon ot experience and practice can 
poſſibly take, ſome things may eſcape his oblervation, and miſtakes 
be committed. This renders the examination and reviling of the 
books, after they are written up, abſolutely neceſſary Again, from 
the connection and dependance of the books, it is obvious, that 


, every error in the Fournal will of courſe be in the Ledger ; and every 


, 


miſtake in the V'afte-boo4 will run through both the other tuo: 
and therefore, as the way to cleanſe the ftreams, is ta begin at the 
fountain ; ſo, to purge the book effectually of errors, the ſearch 
muſt begin at the Fafte-boek, and then proceed to the JFeurnal and 
pals from it to the Ledger. The method of doing which is as fol- 
lows. 
1. The Wafte-bork being the firſt and fundamental book, there is 
none prior to it by which it can be tried; fo that the only means left 
for diſcovering errors in it, are, a careful reading of it, and com 
paring it with the accomptant s memory, or the Baek of {ctters or 
Letters of correſpondents, Bills, Inveices, Sc. or perhaps tome 
accident or circumſtance may happen to bring things to remem- 
brance. And this, with cafting up the ſums ot money anew, is all 
that can be done 

2. In reviting the Journal compare each poſt (beginning with 
the firtt) with the [/affe-be0k, to ſee it the ſums of money be right, 
and whe her the narrative or reaſun of the entry be juſtly expreiled, 
Next, Conſider whether the true Dr and Cy are aligned, according 
to the inſtructions of the ſecond boak; and, alter having thus nar- 
towly examined the poſts, and cottected, (by the directions in the 
tollowiag ſection) what happens ta be wrong, return to the //afte- 
book, and, on the margin oppolite to the reviſed poſt, make « da(h 
with the pen, thus, —, to ſigniſy that the Journal has been com- 


pared with it, and found right, or made to; and in the lame man- 
; ner 
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ner proceed in each poſt, till the whole Journal be reviſed and cor- 
rected. - 

3- The Ledger is reviſed or examined, by comparing it with the 
Journal, in the manner following. Take the Fournal, and, begin- 
ning with the firſt poſt, turn (as the marginal numbers direct) to the 
Joi of the Ledger where the Dr of the ſaid poſt ſtands, and ſee whe- 
ther it be duly entered: and, upon finding it right or making it ſo, 
return to the Fournal, and affix to the marginal number of the 1aid 
Dr, a dot or point, thus, () to ſhew that it has been examincd. 
Next, Turn to the h where the Cr is poſited, and, upon finding 
it right, or, after correcting it, if wrong, return to the Journal, 
and athx a dot to its referring figure in the margin, for the tame 
purpole as before. It there be more Drs or Crs in the poſt, proceed 
the tame way with each of them. And thus go on with the next 
poſt: and after it with the third, &c. al the whole Journal and 
Lid er be compared. 15. | 

The reader by this time cannot miſs to have cbirrved what has 
formerly been inculeated. vr. That every thing is twice entered in 
the Ledger ; that is, once upon the Dr ſide of ene accompt, and 
again upon the Cr ſide ot ſome other accompt. From whence it is 
plain, that the total tum of all the money on the Dr ſides will be 

reciſely equal to the total ſum oi all upon the Cr ſides; and there- 
re the accomptant, atter reviſing the books as directed above, is 
next, for further ſatisfaction, to add up the Dr ſides of the whole 
Ledger into one ſum, and the Cr tides into another. If they agree ; 
it is highly grobable that all is right; if they differ, ſomething is un- 
queltionably wrong. N. B. I jay, it the total ſums of the Dr and 
Er ſides agree. it is highly probable, but not abſolutely certain, that 
all is right. For this is like proving multiplication in arithmetic, 
by caſting ont the g's. When the proof does not come out, ſome- 
thing is undoubtedly wrong: but then the proof's holding, is no in- 
fallible argument that all is right, for it is pollible, in tome caſes, 
that the proof may hold, and yet ſome things be wrong. II, for in- 
fiance, an article ſhould happen to be quite omitted ; that is, neither 
entered upon the D; nor Cr fide, it is evident, that this omiliion 
would by no means impede the balance of equality of the total 
ſums. Again, if we ſuppoſe two ertors, both exceſſes, or both de- 
fefts, equal, and upon oppoſite ſides, it is obvious, that notwith- 
ſtanding this, the Dr and Cr ſides may be equal. Yet ftill this ba- 
lance amounts to · a firong probability that all is right: for it is a very 
great chance, if errors 'p:eciſely equ::! and oppoſite happen, and 
alſo, upon à careful reviſing of the books,” pals unobſerved ; though 
ſimply to depend upon it, without a previous examination were in- 
deed to truft it too much, cipecially in a perſon or no great practice. 
This addition of the Dr and Cr fides is, by merchants, called the 
Trial-balance ; and ouglit to be made, not ſimply by taking the ſum 
; | ' N ot 
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of every page, but by ſumming the Dr and Cr ſides of every accompt 
ſeparately, and then adding thele on every page into one tum. By 
going to work in this manner you lolegno labour; for when you 
come atterwards to cloſe the accompts, inftead of adding their Dr 
and Cr ſides anew, you take their ſums irom the trial-balance. 

It, alter the reviie is made, the totals of the Dr and Cr tides a- 
gree, the accomptant may, without further trial, concluge the books 
to be right. But if they differ, his next ſtep is, to examine the Ledger 
by itſelt. Which is done thus. Beginning with the firft accumpr, 
compare the firſt article on the Ur lide with its counter-part, (to 
which the reierting figure directs,) and, upon finding them right, or 
making them ſo, affix a dot to the end ot the ſum, or in the 10lio 
or month column of each of them, thus, () to ſigniiy that they 
have been compared. Proceed in like manner with all the other 
articles on the Dr fide, and next with thoſe upon the Cr ſide; and 
then go on to a new accompt, and from it to the following, till the 
whole Ledger be finiſhed. Here obierve, that in proſecuting the ex- 
amination, all the dotted articles you come to are to be omitted, as 
having been compared already. 'The Ledger being-thus examined, 
if the corrections of the errors found, bring the ſums of the Dr and 
Cr ſides to a balance, the books may now be preſumed right; but 
if not, ſomething is ſtill wrong: and there is no way leit to diſcover 
the miſtake, but a more carctul reſearch of the books. And poſſibl 
it may coſt the accomptant trouble and vexation ſufficient to _ 
him. to be more cautions in time coming : for to ſearch the books 
again and again in queſt of errors, it is the very drudgery of book- 
keeping. | 

This reviſing or examination, is what merchants call Pricking of 
the books ; and ſhould not be put off till the Ledger is filled up, but 
performed weekly, and in due order: that is, the # afte-5o0k thould 
be reviſed, betore it be poſted to the Fowrnal; and the journal ought 
to be examined, beſore it be tranſported tg, the Led;er ; and the re- 
viling of the Ledger finiſhed, before the balance is begun. By which 
means the accomptant will proceed al! along with more certainty ; 
and avoid that contuſion and perplexity at balancing of the books, 
which the omitting of it may pothibly occaſion. And he wall be in 
no danger, by thete intermiſſions, ot loſing his paias in doing things 
twice; tor the dalibes, dots, and points, will always ſhew how lar 
the examination has been carridde. | 


SECTION Ul. 
How errors are corretted. 


N explaining the method of correcting errors, I ſhall join the 
Waſte-book and Journal together, becaule the manner ot correct- 
| ing 
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ing is the ſame in both; and then ſhew the way of correting miſ- 
takes in the Ledger. 

I. Errors in the Wafte-book and Journal may be reduced to ſix 
claſſes, and corrected as follows. 

1/, If the errors be the omiſſion of a whole poſt, the way to cor- 


rect, or ſupply the defeR, is, to write it in a ſeparate place by itielf, 


with a reterence to it from the place where it ſhould have been. 
ad, If only a word or two be wanting, they may be interlined, or 
written upon the margin. 34%, If a whole poſt be repeated, or 
twice written, it is corrected by cancelling one of them, 4%/, In 
like manner, it only a word or ſentence be repeated, let one of them 
be cancelled. 5%, If there be any wrong name, word or figure, 
the beſt way is to eraſe it, and then, ſmoothing the paper with a 
little pounce, write the right name, word, or figure, in its ſtead. 
Gebly, Tf you commit a miſtake, and preſently diſcover it in the very 
time of writing, the handſomeſt way of correcting it, is, not to alter, 
eraſe, or cancel any thing, but to write the poſt or ſentence anew, 
beginning with ſuch a phraſe as this, 7 ſay ; as in the following ex- 
ample : Sold 4. B. I lay, Be g. of A. 5. 

II. Errors in the Ledger are of tour ſorts. + 1f/, When an article 
is entered upon a wrong accompt : this is to be corrected, firſt, by 
making the other ſide ot the ſaid accompt Dr to, or Cr by Error, 
for the ſum of the faid article; which rectifies this accompt ; after 
which, the article muſt be entered in dye form, in the accompt to 
which it belongs; or rather make the correction thus, v. Charge 
the one accompt Dr to the other, for ſo much per error. By either 
of theſe methods, the error is removed, and the purity of the 
books reſtored; 24%, when an article is entered in the right ac- 
compt, bu: upon the wrong fide ; that is, upon the Dr fide, when 
it ſhould have been upon the Cr fide, or vice verſa : to correct this, 
the firlt thing to be done, is, to remove the error, by making the 
other fide of the {aid accompt Dr to, or Cr by Error, for the ſum 


of the article: after which, the artiel: muft be entered anew _-_ 
en * 


the right ſide, as if no ſuch blunder had happened, 34y, W 

there is an error in a fum of money; this, it it be too little, is cor- 
rected by a pew charge on the ſame fide, for the deſect; and if it 
be too much, the miſtake is rectified by a diſcharge upon the oppoſite 
fide for the exceis, viz. The accompt is debited or credited to or 
by ditto perfon, or diifs goon, for ſo much ſhort poſted, or over- 
charged. 4%/ ly, When an article is quite forgot, or neglected, er- 
rors of this nature are caſily adjuſted, wiz. by making the entry 
omitted: only obſerve, that it is not to be crouded in betwixt two 
former entries, in order to make it poſſeſs the place it would have 
done, had it come regularly in: for though the order, whatever it 
be, can occaſion no error in the ifſuc : yet this interlining would 
look more confuſed and irregular than the diſorder of the _ 
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{hich any perſon {killed in book keeping will eaſily perceive to have 


happened through miſtake. 
Thus all errors in the Ledger are corrected, without eraſing or 


cancelling any thing; h eh merchants never admit ot, except per- 
haps ſometimes in verbal or literal ejcapes. Here obſerve, that in 
order to render mittakes and corrections ot this kind che more ob- 
ſervable. it is uſual, atter the correction is reade, to atfix ſimilar 
aſteritks, or ſome ſuch like marks, to every erroneous cutry, and 
the correcting entry that correiponds to it. : 


CHAP. ll. 


Of ba'ancing the Ledger, and raiſing from it an Inven- 
tory, to begiu 4 tem ſet of books, 


Erchants commonly once a-year balance or cloſe their Ledzer, 

and raiſe from it the material of an In venter to a new ſet 

ot hooks, for the enſuing year. Now, to make the method of do- 
ing this plain and intelligible to a learner, it muſt be obſerved, that, 
by the word Balance, merchants underftand the difference betwixt 
the ſums on the Dr and Cr ſides of any accompt. Which diff-r- 
ence being entered on the defective fide, the accompt is ſaid to be 
balanced; that is, to have the ſums of the Dr and Cr fides evened, 
or made equal. And the lides of the ſeveral accompts thronghout 
the Ledger being thus evened, and the total ſums formerly ſet down 
on the foot of the accompts, the Ledger is ſaid to be balanced, 
cloſed, or finiſhed. Again, in order to underſtand how the new la- 
wentoryis formed from the old Ledger, it muſt be obſcrved, that theſe 
balances, or differences of the ſides of accompts, are of different 
kinds. In ſome accompts, the balance js, the gain or loſs made 
vpon the ſale of goods; in ſome, the balance is, the price of goods 
remaining unſold: and in others, it is a debt due to, or by the mer- 
chant, Sc. Now, balances of the firſt kind, wiz. of gain or los, 
muſt be diftinguiſhed from the reſt, and carried to the Profit and Loft 
accompt ; which being done, the balance, or difference of its ſides, 
will be the gain or loſs made upon one year's trade, and goes to 
the Stack-accompt. All the other kinds of balances muſt be brought 
together into one ſpace or folio, under the title of Ba ance-accompt, 
and are the very articles of which the Iaventory is made up. Thele 
things premiſed, the method that offers, as moſt natural for per- 
forming what is propoſed in this chapter, is, firit, to point out what 
is contained upon the Dr and Cr ſides of each accompt, and conſe- 
quently u hat the balances are; and then, to ſhew the mercantile 
and 
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and approved way of going to work, in clofing the Ledger, colled- 
ing the balances, and — them into a new xventory. 


SECTION I. 


Shewing what is contained upon the ſides of each accompt 
in the Ledger, and what their balance or difference is, 


HAT goes to the Dr and Cr fide of each accompt in the 
Ledger, may be known, by reflecting upon the problems in 
the preceding book, where the Drs and Crs are aſcertaiued: and ac- 
cordingly, in proſecuting what is propoſed in this ſection, I ſhall fol- 
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low the order there preicribed ; and that too by way of problem. 
PROBL. I. 


What the balances in the accomprs of proper trade are, 


$ 1. What the balances in proper d oneſtic trade arc. 
1. Caſh-accompt, No 1. and 61. 


Ontains, upon the Dr fide, the ready money which the mer- 

ehant had at firft, or when the books were begun; together 

with all he has received ſince that time. The Cr fide contains all 

the payments he has made, or the money he has given out. So that 

the difference of the two des is, the ready money he has by him; 

and therefore this accompt is cloſed, by being credited by Balauce, 
for the ſaid difference. BOL te . 


Nate, By caſting up, and comparing the ſides of this aceompt, the 
merchant may, at any time, know how much money he has by him, 
without the trouble of counting his coin. And here allo obſerve, 
that the Cr fide can never be heavieſt; for this ſtrong reaſon, That 
a perion cannot give away more than he has.

Contains, upon the Dr fide, the prime coſt and charges ; and, 
upon the Cr fide, the ſale or diſpoſal of them. $0 that there are 
here 
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here three varieties. 1. When the goods are all diſpoſed of, which 
is knowa by the inner columns being equal, the difference of its lides 
is, the gain or loſs made upon the tale, and fo is cloſed, by char- 
ging it Dr to Profit and Lofs, for the gain, it the Cr fide heaviett ; 
or giving it credit by Profit and Les, tor the loſs, if the Dr fide be 
heavieſt. No 2. 11. 14. 18. &c, 2. When none of the goods are 
diſpoſed of, which will appear by the Cr ſide being empty, then it 
is cloſed by Balance, for the whole ſum on the Dr tide. N* 21. 27. 
Sc. z. When only part of the goods are difpoted of, which wall 
appear by the incquality of the quantity columns ; this caſe requires 
commonly two cloling entries, ⁊ i. Firtt, the accompt muſt be cre- 
dited by Balance, tor the goods remaining, valued at the prime coft ; 
which equals the inner columns; after this, it muft be made Dr to, 
or Cr by Profit and Lof5, for the gain or loſs made upon what are 
fold ; which evens the outer columas, and cloſes the accompt.” N* ;.

Mete 1. If the goods are of different kinds or prices, as they ſhould 
be diftinguiſhed, when poſted to the Ledger, by different numbers, 
or ſeparate inner columns, ſo care muſt be taken, in balancing the 
accompt, to mention the kind of goods remaining unſold, and to 
value them at their own price. 

Mete 2. A merchant may, at any time, know what goods he has 
on hand, by comparing the inner columns of the Accompts of goods, 
without being put to * trouble of inſpecting his warchouſe, and 
weighing or meaſuring the goods themſelves. 

Nete 3. If there be inlack or outcome of goods, that is, deſect or 
excels in weight or meaſure, it will happen, when the goods are all 
diſpoſed of, that the inner columns will not be equal. In this caſe, 
the Balance or Equality muſt be reſtored, by inſerting as much in 
the deficient columa as will make it equal to the other, writing the 
words Inlach, Broke, Loft in weight, Ullaged, Outcome, or the like, 
before it, as the reaſon why it is added ; but nothing goes to the 
money-columas, 


3. Plate and Jewels. 


This accompt contains, on the Dr fide, the things of that kind 
you are poſſeſſed of ; and, like an accompt of goods remaining on band, 
1s cloted, by being creditted by Balance. 


4. Perſonal accompts, Ne 5. 6. 7. 9. 10. 13. 15. Cc. 


Contain, upon the Dr ſide, the debts due by the perſon to the 


merchant, with rhe payments made upon any other ſcure by the _ 
chant 
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chant to him. The Cr fide contains the payment made by the per- 
fon to the merchant, with the debts due by the merchant to the laid 

rſon, upon any other dealings. So that there are here two caſes, 
1/4, If the Dr fide be heavictt, the difference is a debt due by the 
perſon to the merchant, No 13. 21. gc. 2dly, It the Cr ſide be 
heavieſt the difference is a debt due by the merchant to the perion, 
Ne 15. 57. And in both caſes the accompt is cloſed. by making it 
Ur to, or Cr by Balance, tor the difference of its ſides. 


Nate 1. If both ſides are equal, the debts between the merchant 


and his dealer ate cleared, and the accompt cloſes of itſelf, N* 5. 


7. 9 10. &c. 
Note 2, If there be any article of debt, ſuch as a bond, or the like, 


which the merchant inclines to keep diſtinct from other debrs, he 
may do it by this method. Firft ttate the ſaid article, on the de- 
fective ſide, as a balance by itſelf ; after which add up the Dr aud 
Cr ſides, and cloſe the accompt as above directed, 

Nate 3. When a perſonal accompt contains on the Dr fide only 
goods told, and on the Cr fide only payments, ſuch an accomp: is 
called a conmon-accompt ; and accompts of this kind are generally the 
moſt numerous in a merchaat's books. But when the perſon or 
dealer not only bays from the merchant, but alio ſells to him, or 
tranſacts buſineſs for him, ſo as to render the merchant debtor to 
him on that head, the accompt in this caſe is by merchants denomi- 
nated on accompt current. For the method of drawing out accomp. 5, 
whether common or current, ſee appendix, chop b. jet. 2. df i 
ten of the Ledgir, Ne 16. 


5. Bills receivabie, NY 25. 


This is a general perſonal accompt, and contains, upon the Dr 
ſide, bi ls accepted, and payable to the merchant. The Cr fide 
contains the payments he has received. So that the difference ot its 
ſides (if there be any) is, what is yet unpaid : and the accompr is 
cloled, by giving it credit by Balance, tor the ſaid ditference. 


6. Bil.s payable, No 5 2. 


This is an accompt of the ſame nature with the former; and con- 
tains upon the Cr fide, the bills accepted by the merchant, payable 
to others ; and, upon the Dr fide, the payments he has made 80 
that the difference of the ſides (if there be any) is the bills yet un- 
paid; and the accompt is clu:ed, by charging it Dr to Bala e. 


7. Bills

For fome, inftcad 
of proceeding according to the above directions, cloſe their Ledger=ac- 
compts, and poſt the cloſing entries to the Accomprs of Profit and = 
and Balance, all at the fame time. And it mutt be owned, that this 
way practiſed with care, will well enough anſwer the purpoſe ; but 
to poſt the cloſing entries in the feſt place, and then to cloſe the ac- 
— feems to be the farer and berter method. 

The Leager being now cloſed, the next thing to be done, is, to 
begin a new ſet of books; in order to which, a new Iarventory muſt 
be fetched from your old books, as the foundation of your ſature 
trade in the new. Now, it is plain, at firft view, that the ſeveral 
articles on the Dr fide of the Falance accumpt, being the particular 
items of your effects, and debits due to you, make up the firft part 
of the Inventory; and the ſeveral articles on the Cr fide, except the 
laſt, being the debts due by you to others, make up the fecond part 
of it: and accordingly in your new Journal, the feverat particulars

I ſhall now conclude with one general reflection upon the flock 
or inventory placed in the front of a merchant's books. It is the 
fand for trafic; and it is worth while to obſerve how it ſpreads, and 
diffuſes itſelf in a courſe of trade, branching out into a multitude of 
various accompts, which all depend and hang on it, as the branches 
on the root. It is to a merchant ſomewhat like feed to the huſband- 
man, which is ſown in the ſpring. adorns and beautifics the fields in 
ſammer, and appears with quite another face than what it had be. 
fore ; is cut down in harveſt, and gathered into the barn ; where, 
being ſcparated from chaff and ſtraw, it again reſumes its former 
ſhape, with-increale or diminntion, according to the nature of the 
ſoil and ſeaſon, and becomes ſeed for the enſuing year. Thus, 
when a merchant begins to trade, his ftock ditfipates and ſcatters, 
ſpreads, ſprouts, and ſhoots out into a variety of accompts, and 


theſe again into others, proceeding in a conttant ſuccefiion, and con- 


tinual flux, till by this propagation a whole Lair, conſiſting per- 
haps of 200 or 300 folios, be replete, and ripened as it were into a 
harveſt. Upon this the books are ſhut up, and the articles of ſtock 
that lay lately diffuſed through the whole Lager, and ſeemed to 
2 ſo large a field, being now ſeparated from refuſe and dregs, 

ink again within the narrow limits of the Balunce-accompe, being 
enlarged or leſſened, or only varied, according to ſuccefs and the 
chance of trade.

bs is yery imprudent in any perſon to ſend away a letter of bufi 
neſs without keeping a double of it to himſelf ; and theretore 
to prevent the bad conlequences of tuch a careleſs practice, m--r- 
chants are provided with a large book, in Alia, into which is copicd 
verbatim every letter of bulincls before it be ſent off. 80 that this 
boo k, together with the letters received, (which muſt alſo be care- 
fully kept in files or boxes,) makes a complete hiftory of all the 
dealings that paſs betwixt a merchant and his coereſpondents ; which 
muy be very uſcful and neceffary on many occaſions. 


9. The Pocket-Book. ; 


HIS is a ſmall book, of a portable ſize, which a merchant car 

ries in his pocket when buſineſs calls him abroad to a tavern, 

2 fair, the country, or other places. In this he ſets down the bar- 

ains he makes, the expences he is at, the debts he pays, or ſums 

fe receives, with every other part of buſineſs he tranſacts while 

abroad; as alſo any occurrence or piece of ngws he thinks worth 

while to record. And when he comes home to his compting-houle 

or ſhop, he trans/ers the things contained in this book, each to their 
proper places in the /Yafte-bock or books ſubfidiar:. 

Factors of great buſineſs tometimes keep another book, called 
the Memorandum boot. Into this book is copied, from letters as 
they come to hand, ſhort notes of the ſeveral commiſſious tor buy- 
ing goods contained in them; and as the commiſſiuns are effected, 
the notes are croſſed, or have ſome mark athxed to them. Thus is 
more convenient, in doing buſineſs than to be-continually running 
to the letters themſelyes. Suppoſe a merchant of Liſten, by his 
letter, give a commiſſion for buying goods; a note of it in the 
AMemorandm- bogk will ftand thug.

In like manner factors may, and thoſe much employed generally

By this means a factor has daily under 
his eye, both the time when ſuch a ſhip may be expected, and the 
goods ſhe brings; and ſo is in à readicr way, of minding to look 
out for a merchant for them before-hand, than if he had only the 
letter as his remembrancer. An cxample follows,

Theſe are the ſubſidiary books moſt in uſe : but a merchant is 
not tied down or reſtricted to them; he may keep ſome and 
neglect others, or invent more, as the nature of his buſineſs requires, 
and he finds convenient. 

I ſhall now conclude-this chapter, by obſerving that merchants, 
after tome continuance in trade, come to have tcveral books ot the 
ſame kind, which they commonly diſtinguiſh from one another by 
the letters of the alphabet. Thus the firft ſer of the three grand 
books have their cover marked with the letter A, the iecond with 
B, the third with C, &c, 


CHAP. II. 


Of monies and exchanges, bills of exchange, promiſſory 
notes, and bills of parcels. 


SECTION L 


Of monies and exchanges. 


HE things to be conſidered here are, 1. The rea! monies of 

each country or trading town, 2. Their imaginary monies, 

3. The par of exchange. 4. The courſe, or current price, of ex- 
change. 

1. By rea! money is meant, a certain quantity of metal, coined 
by the authority of a ſtate; and current at a certain price, by virtue 
of the ſaid authority: as, a guinea, a crown, a billing, a farthing, 
c. in Great-Britain. 

2. By imaginary money we are to underftand, all denominations 
uſed to expreſs ſuch ſums as have no real ſpecies, or coins, to anſwer 
them; ſuch as a found, a mark, an angel, a noble, a penny, &c. in 
Great Britain, where there is no real ſpecies or coin that beats the 

| value 
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value of any of theſe denominations ; tor we have no /pec'es or 
coin of the value of 20s. ot 13s. 4d. of 10s. Ut 67. 84, or of 
4 farthings. 

3. For underftanding the par of exchange, it muſt be obſerved, 
that it has been found convenient, in the tabrication of monies, to 
mix a certain quantity of baſer metal, called alla, with the pure 
gold and filver. And the proportion of alloy is different in different 
kingdoms, and accordingly the coins arc ſaid to be of a different 
degree of fineneſs; and two coins, though of a different weight, 
that have an equal quantity of pure gold or ſilver, are ſaid to be 
at par. And, upon a computation, it has been found that the 
quantity of pure filver in a French crown, is in proportion to the 

uantity of pure ſilver in an Ex./ifs crown, as g to 10: and there- 
tore the far of a French crown is, in Sterling money, 4s. 64. In 
like manner are other coins to be compared, in order to have their 
par determined. 

4. The exchange betwixt one country and another does not run 
always at par, but riſes above it, or falls below it, according to the 
plenty or ſcarcity of money and bills; aud the preſent rate at any 
time is called the courſe or curr-nt price, of exchange. 

To aiſcourſe this ſubject of exchange at large, and as practiſed 
by all the places of trade in Europe with one another, would require 
a volume by itſelt ; all theretore I propoſe is, to give a brief account 
of the exchange of Lenden with the chief countries ſhe deals with 
that way. And,

The ducat conſiſts of 
24 groſſes. They exchange upon the ducat; the par whereof is 
about 563d. Sterling, and the courſe is from 5 2d. to 69d. Ccerling

Rome exchanges with London upon the ſcudi ; whoſe far is about 
84. Gd. Sterling, The courſe of exchange is from 5 5d. to 654. Ster- 
ling per ſeudi. 


Sixibly, with the plantations in AMERICA. 


In the plantations, they reckon their monies, and keep their ac- 
compts the ſame way as they do in Britain. But their money is of 
far leis value: for bills upon London, trom any of the Garribee illands, 
are uſually charged with 25 per cent. in tavour of London, that is, 
it St. Chriftopher's, Monſerat, Antigua, &c. ſhould draw upon Londen 
tool. the merchants of London charge the drawer with 25 for the 
faid 100; and for Jamaica, Virginia, Maryland, Penjfilvania, New 
England, &c. the difference is commonly greater. It may be not 
improper to obſerve here, that Sani and Portugueſe coins, as well 
as Hritiſb, pals in all parts, both in the Vf Indies and North Amer:- 
ca; the moſt common of which, with their value in Jamaica cutten- 
cy, are theſe following, vis. A rial, valued at 754d. a dollar, 6s. 
zd. a piſtole, 1/. 35. 94. a moidore, 1/. 187. 9d. a Juannes, 2/. 104. 
a guinea, 1/. 8s, 9 A double doubloon is 4 piftoles, wiz. 41. 155. 
In Carolina, 11, Sterling is equivalent to 7/. currency, 

Lindon exchanges alio with Ireland; but the courje of exchange va- 
ries, according to the demand for money or bills; it is commonly 
between 4 and 15 per cent. loſs to Ireland, or in favour of London. 

N. B. In Dublin and all Ire/and, they keep their accompts, and 
reckon their monies juſt as they do in Brita; and exchange with 
foreign countries meftly by way of Londen. In Ireland à ſhilling 
Ster? paſſes for 13d. and other coins in proportion. 

London exchanges with the other towns of G-gat-Britain; for a 
ſmall allowance per cent. in ſavout of Lenden. 
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SECTION IL 
Of bills of exchange. 


. 


ILLS of exchange are of great antiquity. Some are for carrying 
| up their original to the days of 4i/fet/e; others, only to the 
flouriſhing times ot the Roman empire; and others aſſign a much 
later date. But, without fixing upon any one of the.e opinions as 
certain, it is iufficient co oblerve, that the uſe of bills has been in- 
troduced many ages ago, and obtains now among all nations, as be- 
ing the moſt convenient method of ſupplying the want of money in 
carrying on commerce. And certainly foreign trade could not long 
ſubſiſt without them; lince they are almoſt the only way merchunts 
have to retire the balance ot traffic from other kingdoms. The 
tran{porting of gold or ſilver is in ſome places abſolutely diſcharged, 
under very ſevere penalties ; and in places where this is not the cale, 
it often happens that money cannot be tranſported without great 1014s 
to the tranſporter, on account of the leis value of the ſpecies in the 
places tranſported to; add to this the hazaid of robbery, and other 
misfortunes incident to tran portation: and theſe conſiderations, put 
together, abundantly ſhew the great uſe and neceffity tor bills of cx. 
change. The nature of which I ſhall here explain. 

A bill of exchange may be detined, A written mandate of the 
drawer to his correſpondent, ordering him to pay to the creditor in 
the bill, the ſum therein contained, at a certain time, and ſometimes 
in a particular place, for ſome cauſe mentioned in the bill ittelt. 

Bills of exchange ſhould be written in a fair hand, and on a long 
piece of paper about three inches broad. Their ſty le admits of ſevc- 
ral variations, according as one or more bills are granted tor the {ame 
ſam ; or according to the time of payment, as, at light, ſo long after 
ſight, at u/ance, at two or more ulances, at a certain Cay, at ſome 
fair or market, at ſo many days, weeks or months after date, &c. 
or according to the place of payment, (though the place is but ſeldum 
mentioned,) as, at his own houſe, at his own ſhop, at the houſe of 
A. B. at iuch a coffee hquie, &c. or according to the ſpecies in 
which payment is to be made, as, in Zg/ifs money, French money, 
Dutch money, Cc. or according to the different kinds of value re- 
ceived tor them; for though commonly in Fritaiz bills bear only 
Falue received in general, yet bills drawn in other countries uſe to 
particularize whether the value was given in money, goods or bills, 
tc. or accord ing to the number ot perſons concerned in the bill; 
for bills may be drawn by, upon, and payable to, not only ſingle 
perions, but allo perſons iu company or copartnerſhip; or according 
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the drawer, and ſo run either thus, as ber advice from vour humble 
ſervant; or, as per advice frum A. B. or, withaut furiber advice, &c.

2. Four perſons are ordinarily concerned in a bill of exchange, 


. wiz. two at the place where it is drawn, and tw at the place of 


payment. The two at the place where the bill is drawn, are, the 
drawer, and the remitter or deliver er, fo called, b-cauſe he remit, 
i. e ſends the bill to his correſpondent, in order to-have it accepted, 
and pays or delivers the value to the drawer, The two perions at 
the place of payment are, he to whom the bill is payable, called 
the porteur, preſentor, or poſſeſſcr of the bill; and he upon whom the 
bill is drawn, who (after accepting the bill) is called the acceprer, 
But it frequently happens, cipecially in inland Bills, that only three 
perſons are concerned, one and the fame perſon being both remiter 
and poiſeſſor; as it falls oat, when he who pays the value to the 
drawer, takes the bill, goes to the place where he upon whom the 
bill is draun lives, and receives payment. Again, ſometimes there 


are only two perions concerned; as when a merchant fells goods on 


time, and, for ſecurity of payment, takes the buyer's bill; as in the 
following example.

3. The direction or addreſs of Eg inland bills, and Scots ani 
French bills. is commonly writteu under the bill, on the leſt-ſide 
thercof; but /talian and Dutch bills, and Englib outland bills, hat 
generally the direction on the back ſide of the bill.

5. The drawer of a bill, to prevent forgeries, and that he who is 
drawn upon may not be ſurpriſed with the draught, muſt inform the 
perſon drawn upon, by a letter of advice, concerning the ſum drawn 
tor, the ipecies of money, time of payment, and other circumttances 
of the bill: and it is not ſafe for any perion to accept a bill, with- 
ont ſuch a letter, unleſs the bill expreiſes bear, <vithint further ad- 
vice. 

N. B. A drawer who feats his bills may be refuſed; commonly 
recommends it by a letter of advice to {ome other friend or corre- 
ſpondent at the place of exceptance, to prevent the diſhonour ot his 
bills. 

6. In drawing foreign bills, it is uſual and neceſſary to draw two, 
three, or four, of the ſame tenor and date, and to ſend them by dit- 
ſerent poſts ; that though one or two thou'd miicarry, ſome one at 
leaſt may come to hand. 

7, When a bill is payable at a certain day, or ſome time after 
date, the form of acceptance is, an underwriting, or ſubſcribing of 
the bill, thus, Acceprs, or Accepred A. B. as in the ꝙth and 1oth ex- 
amples above: but if the bill be payable ſelong after ſight, the form 
is, Seen and accepted A. B. A ſervant who accepts tor his maſter, 
ſubſcribes thus, Accepted, for my ma/ler's account, A. B. Partners 
accept bills in the ſame manner as the draw, v. by adding their 
ſurnames to the word Hecepted: and it one partner accept in name 
ol the reft, he ſubſcribes his name and ſurname, with theſe words, 
for ſelf and company. If any perſon accept a bill /epre proteſt, for 
honour of the drawer or indorſer; the form is, Acrepti S. P. The 
acceptance of bills payable on a ſet day, or ſome time after date 
needs not be dated; but bills upon days fight, mutt bear, Acerited 
ich a day, beeauſe the time of payment is to be reckoned from the

8. The poſſeſſor of a bill may transfer bis right, and make the 
bill payable to another perſon by a thort writing on the back of the

9. Before one can judge when a foreig«. bill falls due, (which is 
commonly drawn at fingle, double, or treble ulance), he mutt knoy, 
1/f, What ufance is, betwixt the place where the bill is drawn, and 
the place of payment; 24/y, What places reckon by old, and what 
by new ſtyle; 34/y, How many days of grace are allowed at the 
place of payment, 

1, Utance is a cuftomary time for the payment of ſoreign bill. 
In ſome places it is a calender month ; that is, the time betwixt a 
certain day in one month, to the ſame day in the month following, 
Thus, from the 7th of Farwary to the 7th of February is ſingle uſance; 
and from the 7th of January to the 7th of March is double uſance Cc 
and 15 days is half uſance But then the word «ſance does not al- 
ways import this ſpace of time, but ſignifies ſometimes more, ſome- 
times lets, according tothe cuttom of different nations or cities.

2dly, The w:rnel equinox, as the year was rectiſied by Julius Cæſar, 
happened in the year 325, (at the time of the Nicexe council, when 
the terms for obſerving Eaſter were ſettled), to fall upon the 2 iſt of 
March. But, in the year 1582, Pope Gregory XIII. obierving the 
equinox to have changed from the 2 iſt to the 3 1th of March, order- 
ed ten days to be taken out of the calender, and the 11th day of 
March to be accounted the 21ſt.

Naw Style, LN. S.] or the Gregorian calendar, obtains in /mfler- 
dam, Rotterdum, Leiden, Hurlm, Middelug, Ghent, Bruſſel, Bra- 
bant, and in all the Netherlands except Utrecht and Guclart; and in 
France, Spain, Portugal. Htaity, Hungary, Poland, and in all the 
Popiſh Principalities ot Germany and cantons of Switzerland ; and 
now in the dominions of Great Britain and in Sweden. 

347, Moft nations have agrecd in allowing the accepter of a bill 
ſome little time tor payment, beyond the term mentioned in the bill, 
called, days of grace, or re fite-days, Put then the number of thete 
relpite days, varics according to the cuſtom of different places, 

At Londim, Bergamo and Firma, three days ate allowed; at Fan- 
fart, out of the time of the fair, four ; at Leipfict, Nauwmbarg, and 
auſlung, five; at Venice, Amſterdam. Rotterdam, MiddNburg, Ant- 
werp, Colegn, Breſlaww, and Nwren burg, fix, at Nafies, eight; at 
Danttich oning/bers, and in France, ten; at Hamburg and Soca - 
bolm, twelve; in u u, fou teen; at Reme, fifteen ; at Cena, thirty ; 
at Leghorn, Milan, and ſeme other places in Italy, there is no fixed 
number of reſpite-days.

CHAP. III. 


Precedents, or forms of writings uſed by merchants. 


H E forms of merchants writings differ in different countries; 

and in Britain ſome forms are peculiar to Exgland, others to 
Scotland, and ſome are common to both; and under cach of theſe 
heads there occurs ſuch a great variety, as would {well this chapter 
to an immoderate bulk, and ftretch it far beyond the narrow limits 
here preſcribed ; and therefore I ſhall only preſent the reader with 
a ſew ſuch ſpecimens in each of theſe kinds as the Briti& merchant 
is moſt concerned to be acquainted with. 


SECTION I. 
ENGLISH PRECEDENTS. 


1. A charter-party of affreightment.

4+ A letter of credit, 


Etters of credit arc granted by merchants or others in ſavour of 


perſons travelling into foreign countries. They are commonly 


open or unſcaled, and contain an order from the writer or granter to 
luis factor or correſpondent, to furniſh ſuch a man, the bearer, with 
2 certain ſum, at oue or ſeveral times, and to place it to the accompt 
of him who grants the letter. It is ordinary aud neceſſary for the 
granter of a letter of credit, to give his correipondent a letter of 
advice by poſt or otherwiſe, in which he deſcribes the perſon to be 
honoured with credit, from his ſtature, complexion, garb, or any 


mark on his body, or by ſome token, as he who can tell tuch a ſtory, 


Sc. Ihe deſign of which is, to prevent fraud ; for the bearer of the 
Joſer may loſe it, or he may be robbed, and it taken from him ; and 
ſo the finder or rogue go and preſent it, Letters of credit may be of 
various forms, and yet valid. I ſhall only give one ipecimen, as tollows,

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Of factors ; what they are, and their commiſſions 3, their 
duty; the extent of their power, and byw far they are 
accountable, .

Fair is, A correipondent or agent reſiding beyond ſeas, vr 

in ſome remote part, commi.ltioned by merchants (called 

his employers) to buy or ſell gods tor their account, or ſome way 

to afliſt them in carrying on commerce; and has wages allowed 
him for his pains. 

A commiſſion to a ſactor is cither abſolute or limited. An ef ſo/utr 
or general comm. os is, when the employer impovers him to manage 
at diſcretion, and act for the bett. In which commiſſion are com- 
monly theie, or the like cxpreſlions: Dj/poſe of my goods, and 4 
therein a1 if they ure 1onr oay. Buy or ſell ſuch a commudity 4 tha 
market goes, or at the current price ; and ad for me as you would 4 
for your ſelf, &c. A limited comm(yſion is, when the factor is laid un- 
der certain reſtrictions ; as, Buy inch a commodity for me at ſuch a 
price, or, if you cannot, lot it along. If you canne d [poſe of my g09d: 
or ready miner, keep them 11l further orders, &c. 

A factor's <wayes, called alſo his commiſſion or previfion, is com- 
monly reckoned at ſo much per cent. ; that is, fo much on every hun- 
dred pounds worth of goods he buys or tolls ; and i different in dit- 
ferent countries. In 7 amoica, Barbaders, Virginia, and moſt of the 
plamations, it is often $, and ſometimes 1o per cent. In Aleppo, Smyrna, 
and other parts of Turky, it is commonly 3 per cent. In L:ghorn, and 
other parts of /aiy, and in Brite x, it runs at twe and a halt fr cer. 
In Spain, Portug a., France, Holland, Hamiurg, and Dante þ, ut 2 fer 
cent, &c. And it is to be obſerved, that a ſactor has commiſſion, 
not only on the price of good bought and told, but alfo on al! 
charges paid by him Sy

Facior onght to be very careſul in obſerving the contents of ali 

A letters from his employers, or written to him by their order; 
and be very diligent and punctual in given tpcedy and particular an- 
twers. He ought to ſtudy the proper ſeaſons of buying and ielling, 
and make it his buſineſs to know the rite and tall qt the prices ut 
goods, the coyric of LOBE, and, as occation requires, Ae 
| Th 
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his employers thereof.” This creates bulinets, by making the employers 
{et about things which otherwiſe they would never have thought on. 

When a tactor buys or ſells receives or ſhips off goods. he is to 
take the the firſt opportunity to give his employer advice thepeot; and 
in the caſe ol ſhi ping of goods, he mutt tend the 12wgice and bill of 
lading along aith the letter of advice. Negligence in this pojnt, it 
once diſcovered, will vgry much impair a tactor's character; and may 
aun him into many mconveniencies, and otten prove a real lots both 
to the employer and himlclt. 

A factor jhould be carctul, in diſpoſing of his employer's goods, 
+0 deal with perſons of credit, and vic hi bett endeavours to make 
his bargains as advantageouſly as pothble. And in recovering pay- 
ment or outſtanding debts, he ought to be at the lame pains, take 
the tame cautious ſteps, and vic the tame diligence, that he would 
do, did they belong to himf It. In ſhort, à tactor whe world re- 
commend himtelf to the eſteem and contidence ot thoie who cmpluy 
him. and thereby procure bulincts tor himlelf, muſt purſe tuch 
methods, in all the parts of his tanagement, as he ſincerty belicves 
will be matt for their intereſt, 


(3. The extent of a fatior's prover, and tow far be is 
wer nntable. 


Facor's poyer depends upon his commiſſion ; which, if abto- 
lute, conveys tuch a full power to him, that he can d every 
thing the merchant or employer himmel con 40; fo that he can 
jell the employer's goods at what price ai time he thinks proper, 
compound with iniuivent dehtors, and abate as he indges fit. But 
then this unlimited puer iy npt to be Fretohud bern Cue Hunde: 
tor the general committion of doing es it the goods were his own, 
will not warrent his trutting out to an untentonableritme. as bes nnd

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the ſactor is obliged to make the money good to his employer ; becauſe 
he ought not to accept of payment for himſelf to his employer's loſs. 

If goods are conſigned to a factor, and, upon arrival of the ſhip, 
he ſhall make a falie entry at the cuftomhoule, or land them clan- 
deftinely, and the goods happen to be ſeized ; in this caſe the tactor 
ſhall make good the loſs to the employer. But if the factor makes 
His entry according to the invoice, or letter of advice, and there 
then happens to be a miftake, the factor ſhall be acquitted, and the 
loſs ſhall tall upon the employer. 

It a factor, in receiving pros for his employer's goods, take 
counterfeit or bad money, he is liable for the loſs ; but if he receives 
money, which afterwards is leſſened in value by eai2 or proclamation 
ol the king of the country wherein he reſides, the factor ſhall be 
acquitted, and the merchant ſhall bear the loſs. | 

It, after a ſactor buys goods pfirſuant to order, the price advan- 


ceth, and he fraudulently convert the gain of it to his own uſe; the 


employer upon proof thereof, may according to the cuſtom of 
merchants, recover damages of his ſactor. 

If a ſactor without advice, and for his own benefit, ſell goods 
which he had formerly bought by his employer's order ; the em- 
ployer, upon proof thereof, may, recover the gain of the factor, 
and have him alſo amerced for the ſame. | 

If a factor ſell his employer's geods to a man diſcredited, who proves 
inſolvent before payment, the factor ſhall pay for the ſaid goods, un- 
Ic he can prove that it was not publickly known, and that he was 
ignorant of it, or that he truſted the man for goods of his own allo. 

If a factor, whithout advice, make returns to his employer in pro- 
hibited goods; the factor, in caſe the goods be ſeized, ſhall bear the 
Jofs : but if the ſactor ſhall be guilty of any unlawful deed in eonſe- 
quence of his employer's order, the employer ſhall bear the loſs, and 
the ſactor ſhall be amerced, 

If a ſactor be robbed of his employer's goods, or if goods receive 
damage in the factor's cuſtody, not through his negligence, but 
merely by accident, the employer ſhall bear the loſs. 

If a factor receive orders from his employer to inſure his ſhip or 
goods, aud he (having money or effects in his hands) negle& to do 
it; if the ſhip happen to be caſt away, the factor by the cuſtom of 

merchants, ſhall be anſwerable to the employer for the loſs. 

If a factor wrong his employer or himſelf by errors in accompts, 
ſatisfaction is to be made by the ſactor to the employer, or by the 
employer · to the factor, by paying, got only the ſum erroneouſly char- 
ged or omitted, but allo the jntereſt thereof: and hence it is uſual for 
a factor to conclude his invoices, by writing Errors .» pred. And in 
regard a factor is not anſwerable for his employer's outttanding debts, 
(provided he fold his goods to perſons of credit), it is ordinary to con- 
clade the accompt. of ſales, by writing Errers and bad dubes excepted.

(1: A fort Liftory of the trading companies in Great- 
Britain. 


YH E trade of Grzat-Britain with foreign nations is eartied on, 
partly by companies, and partly by private merchants, 
The moſt conſiderable companies are theſe nine, 

1. The moſt antient trading company in Britain, is that which 
gocs now by tlie name of the Hamburg Company. They were origi - 
nally called Merchants of the fiaile; and atterwards Aerchints ad ver: 
turers, They were firit incorporated in the reign of K. Emwward 1. 
anne 1296, and obtained leave of John Duke of Brabant to make 
Antwerp their ſtaple or mart, where the woolen manutactures at that 
time flouriſhed. The ſtaple was afterwards removed to Calais, and 
from that to other places; and, in the reign of queen Eftrzabth, to 
Himburg, where it ſtill continues. But private merchants are now 
allowed the privilege of tins trade, upon paying a very imall ſun 
to the company: : | | 

2. The company next incorporated, was that of the Rua met- 
chaats, in the reign of Queen Mary, who were impoweres to trade 
to all lands, ports, and places in the dominions of the Emperor of 
Ruffa, This company is not very confiderable at preſent ; the trade 
to theſe places being moſtly carried on by private merchants, who 

re allowed that privilege on payment ot tive pounds Sterling. 

3. The next company is the Ea/ilard company. formerly called 
Merchants of Elivg a town in F. 1% Praffa, being the port they 
principally reſorted to in the intancy of their trade. They were in- 
cotpotated the 21 of the reign of Qveen Elizabeth, and impowered 
to trade to all places within the S, except Nur va, the only R. ai 
port at that time in the Bulie, Ius cumpany, like the former; 
Is now inconſiderable, the trade ta Nor u a and Saceden being laid 


eauern part of the Mediterranean; particularly to Sama. Alefps, 
Conſlantinep'e, Cyrus, Grazd Cairo, Alexandre, &. Ihis trade 
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is alſo now laid open to private merciiants, upon paying a ſinall con- 
ſidera tion. 

5. The ZEa,-IJidia company comes next, which was Incorporated 
about the 44d of Qucen Eci, arno 1600, and impowered to 
trade to all countries to the caltward of the Cape of Good Hips, exclu- 
ſive ot ail others. But, about the year : 698, application being made 
to the parliament by private merchant's, tor laying ihis trade open, 
zn act n2ttcd, 1 POW Crug eveiy iubject Ot England, upon raſing 1 
ſum oi money lor the tupply ot the government, to trade to ihele 
parts. Upun which a great many ſubicribed. and were called the 
en Eajt- nat a con a Y. But che old COmpen), being maſters ot ail 
the iorts on the coat of India, the new company found it their in- 
tereſt to unite w.th them, and trade with one joint ftock ; and have 
been ever ſince ſty led the Unrted Eufi- /nata Company, The moſt con- 
11 erable torts, lactorics, and places of trade, wherein this company 
are concerned; are theſe following, «iz. Machu or Moen, Adin, Aa- 
culla, Shahare, Dofar, Muſcat, in Arabia. Fel x; Bara, Iadusn, 
Gembroor, in Perfia ; Cambaya, /medabad, Baroch. Sewalley, Surat, 
upon the ſonth - weſt ccaſt vi the Great Mals empire; Bembay, Dau- 
bal, Carat ar, on the coaft of Decan; Tollecrery, Callecut, Anjergo, 
on the coaſt of Malla'ar, ; Fort St Davis, Com mere, Fort St Gear ge, 
on the coaſt of Coramand:! ; Maſulapaten, Vizzagapatan, Balla ſor-, 
Fort William, Hugly, Caffunbazar, Dacco, Malda, in the bay of 
Bengal, and mouth of the river Gange: ; chin, Bantal, Cattoun, 
J po, Marlbrrough Fort, Sillebar, in the iſland of Sumatra ; Cant:n, 
Amey, C2uſan, Cina. 

6. The Royal African company was incorporated 1 jth Charles II. 
and impowered to trade from Saliee in South Barbar, to the Cape if 
Good Hope, and to erect forts and factorics on the weſtern coatt of 
Africa tor that purpoſe But this trade was laid open by act of par- 
liament azno 1697, and every private merchant permi:ted to trade 
thither, upon paying the ſum of 1c/. towards maintaining the forts 
and garriions. This company for ſecuring their commerce erected 
(ſeveral forts and factories on the coaſt ; the moſt remarkable whereof 
are theſe, wiz. on the north part of Guin:y, Famer Fort, upon an 
iland in the river Gamtlia, Sirrra de Leon, and Sher bro; and on the 
ſouth part of Guiney, 43%, on the gold coaſt Lie, Cove, Swuccunde, 
Commenaa. Cape Coaſt Calle Fort Royal, Quein Ann's Point, Charles 
Fart, .innamabo, Winebah, Shidee, Acra. 

7. The Canary company was alto incorporated in the reign of King 
Carles IL anno 1694, and impowered to trade to the Seven iſlands, 
antiently called the Frtunate, and now the Canary ant.. This 
company ftill retains their privilege. 

8. H. aſon' Bay company is of a pretty old ſtanding, and trades to 
Hude Bay, (trum which the company takes their name,) and the 


places about. They make a very advantageous trade, by exporting 
wool 
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woolen goods, haberdaſhery wares, knives, hatchets, arms, and 


other hard ware; and, in return, tliey bring back tkins, beaver, and 
turs. | 

9. The laſt and moſt conſiderable of all the trading companies, is 
that of the 5curh-ſca, tftablitie.! by act of parliament in the gth o 
Queen Anke, and veſted in the ſole trade to and irom all lands and 
kingdoms to the eatt-fide of Auer ca, from the river Orcenoko to the 
fouchernmolt pert of Terra del Fuego, and from thence to the norths 
ernmoſt part of Axerica on the wett ide, |
